Doesn’t Want Morgan and His Men 
To Wait Thirty Days—Result 
Will Be All the Same. 


Washington, January 6.—(SpeciaL)—“The 
genate has routed the president and his 
entire ouifit,”” said a prominent congress- 
man tonight. 

As a general rule the president has not 
shown very much respect for cormegress. 
But he has called a halt and has offered 
government bonds to the highest bidder. 

It has been the senate’s intention to take 
up the Elkins resolution tomorrow and 
to pass it with a vim that would have 
brovght a state of confusion worse than 
any thing which has yet existed. He knew. 
this. ' 

All day yesterday his friends in the sen- 
ate and house besought him to smash the 
New York ring and give the government's 
bonds to the peopie. No one believed he 
would do it. But late yesterday he had a 
hurried consultation with his cabinet and 
last night Secretary Carlisle was ordered 
to draft the call for a public loan. 

For that*reason it did not come until 
midnight. It was really after midnight 
when the call was put upon the wires. Mr. 
Cleveland had little to do with it His 
cabinet made him consent. Trey pointed 
out what en inflamméatory state of mind 
made throughout the country through the 


it is said he read a tdlegram from New 
York to the effect that he would not be 
held to his bargain if he saw fit to break 
it Mr. Cleveland became frightened and 
for the first time in Grover Cleveland’s 
history as chief executive he gave way to 
congress. There is not to be another 
“miqnight bargain under dark lantern 
light’’ bond issue such as the now famous 
February loan proved to be. 
The Real Situation. 

“It is bad enough as it is, but at least 
the people are allowed the privilege of 
bidding its own securities,” said a ‘well- 
known public man. It is understood, 
through private sources, that there is after 
all little difference in the manner of proce- 
cure. Morgan has boasted, so it comes 
from New York, that the public cannot 
take up the loan and that the contract 
he has made with fellow bankers will still 
be good. The president’s own mouth- 
Pieces here are saying as much. 

No less an advocate of Mr. Cleveland’s 
Methods thay Josiah Patterson said to me 


today: 

“The public cannot take the loan. I be- 
lieve that the syndicate will secure the 
bonds.” 

Expressions of other men in congress 
Who are in closest sympathy with the ad- 
ministration indicate that there is very lit- 
tle expectation on the part of the adminhis- 
tration that a popular loan will result from 
the advertisement for bids for a hundred 
millions of bonds, 

The offer of bonds is made in this way in 
Consideration of the criticism which the 
Contract system has excited and on ac- 
count of the hostile attitude of congress 
toward that sypstem. It is believed that 
the announcement is made now so as to 
@void as far as possible the appearance of 
having been driven by a resolution of con- 
gress to adopt the policy of opening the 
bonds to the public. There is little doubt 
that the contract with the Morgan people 
Would have been signed and the bonds de- 
livered to them if the outcry had not been 
raised in congress,

SILVER BILL READY. 


IT WILL BE REPORTED TO THE 
SENATE TODAY. 


Was Adopted by the Majority of the 
Finance Committee—Declares for 
Free Coinage at 16 to 1. 


Washington, January 6.—The senate com- 
mittee on finance went into session at 1:0 
Pp. ™m. 

Before that time the silver members of 
the committee were in conference in the 
room of Senator Harris and agreed upon 
the text of the bill they proposed to submit 
) dn fall committee, 

This bill, as laid before the full commit- 
tee, provides for the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver at a ratio of 16 to 1, the 
coinage of the seigniorage in the treasury 
and the application of that coinage to the 
payment of current and other obligations 
of the treasury. 

A clause is also inserted that directs the 
secretary of the treasury in redeeming both 
treasury notes and greenbacks to use his 
option in redeemfig them in either gold 
or silver, and not take the option of the 
ho:ider. 

The bill also provides for the retirement 
of all national bank notes of denomina- 
tions of less than $10, and the substitution 
therefor of silver certificates—the bank 
notes to be replaced by notes of denomina- 
tions above $10. 

This bill was agreed to by the solid vote 
of the silver men and the report will be 
made to the senate tomorrow. 

There was no debate in committee over 
the measure. It was read and Mr. Voor- 
hees moved that it be substituted for the 
bond bill that came from the house. This 
was done by a yea and nay vote, Mr. Wol- 
cott, who was absent, being voted for by 
substitute. 


HOUSE WAS SHORT ON WORE. 


Very Little of Interest Done in the 
South Wing. 

Washington, January 6.—The senate not 
being in session today all the interest in 
legislative matters was concentrated in 
the south wing of the capitol, where there 
was some expectancy that there might be 
a flurry of some kind on account of the 
thirty-day call. 

No public reference, however, was made 
to the subject. 

After som epreliminary routine busi- 
ness unanimous consent was asked by Mr. 
Broderick, of Kansas, to have Mr. Clarence 
E. Allen sworn in as representative from 
Utah.

New York, January 6.—(Special.)—The 
bond call of Secretary Carlisle produced a 
small panic on the stock exchange today. 

There was a general drop of from 1 to 4 
points all along the line in the list securi- 
ties. 

Nearly everybody had taken it for grant- 
ed that the Morgan syndicate would get 


circulated the news’ that they had vir- 
tually made the deal with Uncle Sam, but 
when President Cleveland suddenly de- 
cided to shake off the syndicate octopus 
and appeal to the people there was con- 
sternation in the camp of the moneyv- 
changers. They were frightened almost as 
badly as they were’a fortnight ago, when 
the president sent in his war message on 
the Venezuelan question. 
We Are Going to the Dogs. 


To their minds an appeal to the people 


stored in the bank vaults here by the shy- 
locks of Wall street was a blunder of the 
most serious kind and indicates that the 
country is going to the dogs. Hence the 
hurry and flurry to unload securities of all 
kinds and get out of the way. 

The bond call of Mr. Carlisle was a great 
surprise to the Morgan people. As indicat- 
ed in these dispatches last Friday every- 
thing was cut and dried for the deal and 
notice was sent around to the members 
of the syndicate to have their gold ready 
at a moment’s notice to turn over to the 
government.

That Change of Mind. 

The advices from Washington were to 
the effect that the contract was ‘‘fixed.’’ 
All went well until yesterday afternoon 
when the president experienced on of 
those unaccountable changes of mind that 
even the cuckoos cannot explain. 

He suddenly became aware of the rising 
tide of popular wrath against the course 
in playing into the hands of Wall street 
and decided to sink or swim by going to 
the people for the necessary gold to re- 
plenish the treasury.

Wall Street on the New Loan, 
They had been engaged in scouring 
Europe for gold supplies and locking up 
the yellow metal in the vauits so that 
quite a nice premium was being demanded 
by the bullion dealers. Secretary Car- 
lisle’s message knockee all their plans 
and their prospective profits into a cocked 
hat. They were checkmated at their own 
game and will have to cover the loss 
occasioned by gold imports in view of 
their expected contracts with Uncle Sam. 
Tonight one hears prophesied by these 
bankers that the popular loan will not be 
a success and moreover that the whole 
business world will suffer by the thirty 
days’ wait until the bids are opened. 
Syndicate Is Still Hopeful. 


Indeed the Morgan people say that the 
chances are good of their yet taking up 
the loan. 

It goes without saying that the syndi- 
cate _bankers are trying to get the best 
of the situation. Already something like 
a million and a half dollars have been 
engaged for export on Wednesday’s steam- 
ers and with the government’s gold re- 
serve at sixty millions it won’t take many 
gold shipments to empty the treasury of 
the yellow metal... 

In fact, your correspondent heard in- 
timations of the country going on a silver 
basis, even today, showing that the “gold- 
bugs’’ are making use of every argument 
to put the administration in a hole. If 
enough gold is shipped to Europe within 
the next fortnight, either Carlisle will be 
conrpelied to make a deal with the bankegs 
or suspend specie payments. 

Wall Street Will Force Matters. 

This is the logic of the situation tonight. 
with an uneasy feeling in the business 
world, with the stock exchange in a 
flurry and with gold going out of the 
country, President Cleveland may yet find 
it necessary to carry out the contract or 
“understanding’’ which ue had with the 
Wall street financiers headed by Mr. 
Morgan. 

The financial bears predict tonight that 
even if the popular loan is a success it 
will bring about a stringency in the money 
market and the wholesale withdrawal of 
gold from the treasury. nh

London, January 6.—The Daily News will 
tomorrow appeal to Americans to subscribe 
to the new United States loan, which, it 
adds, involves much greater difficulties 
than those which were successfully met 
last February. The country, it Says, is 
appreciably near the danger of a silver 
basis. The subscription invited is obviously 
inadequate to meet the case. President 
Cleveland seems to be fully alive to the 
gravity of the situation, but congress ap- 
parently requires a further object lesson 

in the elements of sound finance.

SAMPLES OF COLD WEATHER. 


New York Catches Zero and Boston 
Gets Eight Below, 


New York, January 6.—The weather to- 
day was the coldest which New Yorkers 
have experienced in many years. At 3 a. 
m. the temperature, for the first time in 
January, fell below zero. At 6 a. m. the 
thermometer registered 3 below, and the 
cold was intensified by a wind which fresh- 
ened as the sun rose, until it blew at the 
rate of seventeen miles an hour at 8 
o'clock. At 10 o’clock the weather began 
to moderate slightly, and the mercury 
climbed up in the the meter to 2 degrees 
below zero, The inten§e cold caused the 
rivers and bay to be practically deserted 
by small crafts: The ttigs and schooners 
and such other vessels as were compelied 
to navigate the waters @f. the harbor, were 
coated from bow to sté™m with ice, caused 
by the spray freezing. as rapidly as it 
struck the sides of the Vessels. 

Thirty-Five Degrees Below. 

Boston, Mass., January 6.—This morning 
was the coldest of the season in this section 
of New England. The weather bureau re- 
ports the thermometer as 8 below zero in 
Boston, while dispatches from points in 
this and northern New England states, 
give a range from 10 to 35 degrees below. 
Some temperatures fall below zero as fol- 
lows: Franconia, N. H., $5; Hanover, N. H., 
22; Norwich, Vt., 23; B or, Me., 15; Hud-

SENTIMENT GROWING. 


The Chronicle’s Correspondent Is. Re- 
ceivings Commendation. 
London, January 6.—The American com- 
missioner of The Daily Chronicle cables 
to that paper from Washington today as 

follows: 

“The tide of opinion here regarding Eng- 
land seems to me to be distinctly turning, 
cwing, I believe, both to The Chronicle’s 
utterances and to England’s anxious fur- 
eign crisis. Yesterday I quoted sympa- 
thetic words from The New York Sun. 
Today The Tribune says there is some- 
thing magnificent in the way the British 
themselves face the international situation. 
The Tribune speaks @f the everlasting 
birthright of the British people in the 


~memories. of Agincouf,@ Vlassy and Tra- 


falgar, and declares that the present op- 
portunity is equally momentous and ad- 
vantageous to both countries. It adds 
that wecrthy diplomacy should now make 
easy the way for an equitable and amica- 
ble settlement with Great Britain. 

‘Upon the ‘government of Washington 
and Westminster it rests to determine 
whether this noblest opportunity of the 
age shall be neglected or shall be improv- 
ed to the perpetual profit and glory of 
both the great divisions of the English- 
speaking race. 

‘Many similar utterances prove the truth 
of my assertions that all the best Ameri- 
can opinion is earnestly desirous of a 
fricnd!y and dignified settlement. Today 1 
had a conversation with Senator Gray, of 
Delaware, an intimate and devoted friend 
of President Cleveland, and a prominent 
member of the foreign relations commit- 
tee. Senator Gray said: 

***I do not believe the president made or 
intended to make a threat towards the 
British government in his message; but he 
did mean to express in the strongest way 
possible his own feelings and what I be- 
lieve to be the feelings of all the people 
of this country regarding supposed British 
refusal of arbitration in the Venezuelan 
matter, except with reference to an arbi- 
trary line mace by the British govern- 
ment itself. I know there is sincere regret 
and dismay among all right-minded people 
here that a mere conciliatory disposition 
Was not accepted by Lord Salisbury in 
regard to the general principle of arbitra- 
tion. 

“If the British government should show 
a kindly disposition towards this principle 
I believe it would be greatly welcomed by 
the people of this country. So far as there 
being any loss of prestige to the British 
government in this course, it would make 
me more hopeful that the great principle 
of arbitration will find expression in a 
convention between the two countries 
covring all questions that might arise.’’ 

The New York Times also describes my 
statement of the American case as su- 
perior and entirely truthful 

The present moment is a golden one to 
secure American good will. Can England 
afford to lose it? If Lord Salisbury takes 
no step and sees no way then let him re- 
flect that his attitude is identical with 
that fatal one which lost Great Britain 
her American colonies more than a cen- 
tury ago. The American people are eager- 
ly listening for some word from him. The 
cost of it would be slight and the gain

The Chronicle commenting editorially on 
the forezoing will tomorrow say: 

‘‘Was there ever a situation which called 
more imperatively for an advance to meet 
a contention which seems to us to offer 
a kind of menace to our interests and 
honor?

GALVIN SHOOTS DOWN TWO PEO- 
PLE WITH A PISTOL. 


The Husband of His Lastj Victim 
Comes on the Scene, Wrests the 
Gun and Kills Galvin.

| Indianapolis, Ind., January 6.—Shortly 
after 12 o’clock this noon Patrick Galvin, of 
178 Deloss street, shot Samuel Paugh and 
Mrs. Mollie Murphy through the body and 
was in turn shot dead with his own revol- 
ver ty the husband of the injured woman, 
W. 3. Murphy, an employe of the Con- 


sumers’ Gas Company. 

The houses of the two families adjoin on 
Deloss street and as a result of family 
trouble about two years ago, they had not 
been on speaking terms. Samuel: Paugh 
boards with the Murphys and did not even 
know Galvin by sight. This afternoon, as 
he was leaving an outbuilding, he heard the 
report of a revolver. He looked up and 
saw a man, who afterwards proved to be 
Galvin, standing in the next yard and point- 
ing a smoking revolver at him. Before ‘he 
could make a move & second shot was 
fired and the bullet passed through his 
stomach. He fell to the ground and as he 
did so Galvin jumped the fence, mate a 
| dash for the backdoor of Murphy’s house, 
rushed in with the revolver in his hand and 
snot Mrs. Murphy through the body with- 
out a word. 

He then turned on Murphy, but before he 
could shoot again Murphy seized him about 
the body. Galvin managed to deal Murphy 
several stunning blows on the head with 
the butt of the revolver, but Murphy, who 
is a powerful man, by a quick m#ve jerked 
the gun from the murderer’s haad and 
while they were still locked in each other’s 
arms, he fired a shot into the back of Gal- 
vin’s head, killing him instantly.

Fertilizer Factory Blew Up and In- 
juries and Fire Followed. 

New York, January 6.—The fertilizer fac- 
tory of the United States and Canada De- 
gressing works, Williamsburg, blew.up at 
2 o’clock this afternoon. There were twen- 
ty-five men employed in the factory. Some 
of them got out safely, but half an hour af- 
ter the explosion it was believed there were 
at least five bodies in the ruins. Two men 
were taken out. unconscious and removed 
to the hospital. The work done in the fac- 
tory is the reducing of old leather by the 
use of naphtha. It was the naphtha which 
caused the explosion. The first explosion, 
which partly wrecked the building, was 
followed by two others in rapid succes- 
sion. The walls were thrown down and 
in a few minutes the ruins were enveloped 
in flames.

AFFAIRS ABOUT AUGUSTA. 


INVESTIGATION INTO THE KILL- 
ING OF GARVIN ALLEN. 


The Suggestion of Mayor 
Young. 


Augusta, Ga, January 6.—(Special.)—To- 
morrow the coroner of Aiken county, South 
Carolina, will conclude taking evidence in 
the recent killing of young Garvin Allen, 
of this city by unknown parties, at a 
New Year’s dance in Carolina. Hon. Hen- 
ry C. Hammond was employed by Allen’s 
family to prosecute the case, and for 
several days has been doing detective work. 
Tomorrow, he says, evidence will be adduc- 
ed before the coroner at Bath, S. C., that 
will lead to the arrest of the guilty party. 

Much interest has been manifested in 
the case because of the mystery surround- 
ing the killing of the well known young 
fellow. 

The City Council. 

At the first meeting of the city council 
for the new year annual reports were sub- 
mitted from the several departments, and 
Mayor Young read his annual message. 
The nrost important feature in the later 
was the recommendation that the fran- 
chise of the Augusta and Summerville rail- 
road, which expires in about sixty days, 
be not, renewed except upon the payment 
of a good sum, which would furnish the 
city with money for constructing a new 
waterworks. 

The Augusta and Summerville railroad 
was Augusta’s first street railway. It had, 
in addition to the street car franchise, the 
transfer privileges of through passengers 
and freight from one railroad to another. 
A few years ago the street car privilege 
was sold to the new electric railway, but 
the freight transfer franchise was retain- 
ed by the old company. It is quite a valu- 
able franchise, as the Augusta and Sum- 
merville railroad collects toll on évery 
pound of freight passing through the city 
from one railroad to another. For several 
years Augusta hak been planning to re- 
move her water supply basins from their 
present site in the city Ifmits, three miriles 
out of town on top of the sand hills. With 
the supply reservoir on the sand hills, the 
gravitation pressure would be sufficient to 
send water over the top of any building 
in the city. At the same time, the water 
supply would be removed from its present 
sources of contamination. The lack of 
funds has thus far delayed this much 
needed improvement. Mayor Young’s sug- 
gestion to secure the money by the transfer 
franchise will probably prove popular and 
carry the day in favor of renewing the 
charter of the Augusta and Summerville 
railroad. There are many who think the 
charter should not be renewed and that the 
transfer charges should be abolished, but 
the temptation of getting enough money 
for a new waterworks system will probably 
carry the question.

Something About the Excellent Status 
of Our Army. 


HOW IT JS  OFFICERED 


Facts and Figures Concerning the Or- 
ganization of the Volunteer Mili- 
tia of Georgia. 


Local and state military is in better shape 
than it nas been in a long while. It is of- 
ficered in better style than it has been in 
years and is in better condition of useful- 
ness than ever before. 

The staff departments of the military 
force of this state consist of an adjutant 
general’s department, inspector general's 
department, judge advocate general’s de- 
martment, quartermaster’s department, 
gEuhsistente department, department of 
rifle practice and medical department. The 
subsistence department is yet in an em- 
brvo condition, but it is hoped to more 
fully develop it in the next year. The 
work of issue and supply is necessarily in 
the adjutant general’s department and the 
duties of the quartermaster’s department 
are more or less restricted to supply for 
and transportation to and from camp: 
in other words to the expenditure of the 
annual encampment appropriation. The 
white troops of the line consist of six regi- 
ments and one unassigned battalion, in- 
fantry, one regiment and one unassigned 
battalion, cavalry, and two batteries and 
one machine gun platoon, artillery; the 
latter is attached to the Fifth regiment, 
infantry, at Atlanta. It is hoped soon to 
organize and attach a platoon thus anmed 
to each of the infantry regiments. Au- 
thority has been granted for a signal corps 
for each regiment; only one is at present 
organized, that of the Fifth. This regi- 
ment also has a band of music, the only 
regularly enlisted band in the state. The 
colored troops consist of three battalions 
and four unassigned companies, infantry; 
one troop, cavalry, and one battery, ar- 
tillery. The naval battalion, white, is yet 
in its infancy and at present consists of 
one company at Brunswick, recently 
transferred from the cavalry arm, suitably 
ufiiformed and now being armed and 
equipped. The last official returns show an 
aggregate of 4,301 officers and men. 

The regiments and unassigned battalions 
are uniformly organized in their staffs, 
non-commissioned staffs and the author- 
ized number of companies composing them. 
ach regimental organization is based 
upon the three battalion formation, the 
battalion being regarded as the adminis- 
trative and fighting unit. Medical officers 
and hospital and ambulance corps are as- 
signed to duty with the troops of the line. 
Armament, Equipment and Uniform. 

The infantry is armed with the 45-caliber 
Springfield rifle; the cavalry, with the ex- 
ception of one troop, with the’ 45-caliber 
Springfield carbine and sabers; the artil- 
lery is armed with the old three-inch muz- 
zle-loading field piece and sabers. It is 
hoped soon to replace several of these old 
pieces with Hotchkiss rapid fire guns. The 
great cost of the breech-loading steel field 
piece prevents its use by the state. All 
the troops are equipped according to army 
regulations, with the exception of the field 
mess outfits; these will be procured as 
£00n as possible from the general govern- 
ment. Except the first battalion, infantry, 
the two batteries, artillery, and two 
troops, cavalry, the force is uniformed 
with the state regulation, which is the 
fatigue or undress of the army. Some of 
the régiments have a fleld uniform of ftlan- 
nel shirts and jeans trousers; two com- 
panies have overcoats and some commands 
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have blankets, which they purchased them- | 


selves, The state recognizes no dress uni- 
form, This same question of uniforms is 
one of the most serious, if not the most 
serious, tmpediments with which the vol- 
unteer has to contend. He must bny the 
uniform which he will wear in the service 
of the state and companies must uniform 
themselves before being admiited, The 
state provides no fund for this purpose. 
Her duty is evident. The annual appro- 
priation is Only $15,000. This is all requir- 
ed for the expenses of the adjutant gen- 
eral’s department and the annual en- 
campment, and even then it is necessary to 
make the tours of camp duty for each 
command bi-annual, one-half of the force 
going into camp one year and the other 
half the next. If the state expects ready 
response to her calis and intends to main- 
tain an eflicient force to answer these 
calls it is obviously her duty ‘to supply 
their necessary wants and more liberally 
encourage and support the marked pride 
and enthusiasm which has made the vol- 
unteers what they are. 

It was only by the most strenuous ef- 
forts that even this amount was obtained 
from the legislature of 1894, they reducing 
the annual appropriation frum $24,000 to 
$15,000. This is but the natural effect .of 
the manner in which the military system 
of the state was conducted only tour or 
five years ago. It was then all fuss-and- 
feathers, goid braid, prize drilisand social 
pleasures. Now it seems impossible to 
convinee the members of the lower house 
that this is not still the case and that 
they are not appropriating money for use- 
less show and an annual picnic at Camp 
Northen. If they would take the trouble 
to visit the camp during one of the tours 
of duty they would be undeceived. 

Administration and Discipline. 

While so much has been accomplished 
in the past four years that the Georgia 
volunteers of that time could not be com- 
pared to what they are now, still much, 
very much, remains to be done. 

A good many officers are slow in the ren- 
dition of their reports, are negligent in 
keeping the prescribed books of record 
and are derelict in their duty of instructing 


their subordinates and requiring of them 
the proper attention to matters of detail 


‘appertaining to this part of their duties. 


But the majority of the troops are con- 
scientiously endeavoring to make real and 
effective soldiers of themselves; some, in 
fact to a great extent, all the officers are 
good tacticians and earnest workers, and 
to this fact the present condition of the 
volunteers is due. Where the companies 
are scattered and have separate armories, 
as is the case except in two commands, 
discipline depends altogether on the cam- 
pany commanders, and in some cases they 
have not yet learned to inforce it. There 
are two companies in the state in which 
discipine and courtesy and respect to 
superiors have been said by an army 
officer to closely approach that of the 
regular service, and it is done by the men 
themselves from the exercise of their rea- 
son and with a very evident pride in its 
observance. It is useless to sayy that 
these two companies are known as the 
most efficient in.the state. 

Examinations for Officers. 

The g¢ystem of examination for officers 
is quite extensive and has been produc- 
tive of much good. To pass the examina- 
tion is no sinecure. It covers the candi- 
date’s: previous history, his moral charac- 
ter, physicai ability and professional effi- 
ciency; no candidate is commissioned 
whose service in this or other states has 
not bcen honest and faithful, who does 
not bear a good moral character, who is 
not certified. by a medical] officer to be 
able to withstand the exposures of field 
service, and who, in the written tactical 
and administrative examination, does not 
make a general average of 60 per cent in 
all questions propounded. It is expected 
to make the examination include the mili- 
tary law of the state as soon as funds for 
its publication and distribution can be 


obtain 
Rifle Practice. 


This department, one of the most impor- 
tant in the service and one which is now 
attracting national attention, receives 
scarcely any support from the state. The 
inspector general of rifle practive has, in- 
deed, done his utmost to stimulate and 
encourage work in this direction, but ow- 
ing to the utter lack of money for ab- 
solutely necessary expenses it is an up- 
hill job. The state owns a small 600-vard 
sange at Camp Northen, but as the prac- 
tice season of each command is only every 
other year, during its tour of camp duty, 
yy 
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of 
against troops that are 
facility for practice. To show what kind 
of stuff the volunteers are made of and 
their pluck and determination every €xX- 
pense for the trip to Sea Girt was paid by 
the men themselves, together with funds 
contributed by liberal and patriotic citi- 
zens at their solicitation, the state extend- 
ing them no aid whatever. The inspector 
general of rifle practice, with his pet 
recognition of deserving effort, presente 
each member of the team with a sharp- 
shooter’s badge and a distinguished sharp- 
shooter’s certificate. The volunteer force 
of.the state is steadily building on a sure 
foundation, that of duty, and its thorough 


performance, and if Georgia will but adopt- 


the liberal and advanced policy toward 
her military that she has toward her 
schools and in other directions the volun- 
teers will answer for their favorable com- 
parison with the troops of any state, north 
or south.

They Have Paid Out All Indebtedness 


and There Is a Good Sum Still. 


LAST SESSION TO BE HELD THIS AFTERNOON 


Mrs. A. E. Thornton, as Treasurer, 


Will Make Her Report—How Fi- 
nances Have Been Managed.

When the final meeting of the woman’s 
board is held this afternoon and Mrs. Al- 
bert E. Thornton makes her report as 
treasurer, there will be genuine surprise at 
the wonderful result of the work. 

This report will show @ surplus of nearly 
$600. It will show that by careful manage- 
ment and close economy the ladies have 
paid all indebtedness, handed out $10,000 for 
their building and met promptly all run- 
ning expenses and demands made upon 


them. 

This will be the last business session of 
the woman’s board and all of the members 
will be present at 4 o’clock in the parlors 
of the Kimball house to wind up the affairs 
The chairman of each committee has pre- 
pared a full report of the work done in her 
department. These will be read and acted 
upon, Other matters will come up, such as 
the disposition of the amount now in the 
treasury and the question of final abandon- 
ment of the woman’s building. It will be 
an important meeting and many questions 
of concern to the board will be brought up. 

When thé records of the exposition are 
made they will show that the women 
played no unimportant part in the great 
enterprise. From the time of the inception 
of the fair until the last all of those con- 
nected with the female department work- 
ed diligently and unceasingly for the suc- 
cess of their plans. It was said that they 
were whimsical; that they had undertaken 
a work which could never be accomplished; 
that they would not run affairs on a prac- 
tical basis; that they could not manage; 
that all of their plans would fall through 
before the beginning of the exposition. 

But they were determined. They flaunted 
back defiantly the insinuations against them. 
They declared that they could manage bus- 
iness affairs as well as the men and aver- 
red that what they started out to do would 
be accomplished with final success. They 
had confidence in their undertaking, so 


..much so that two of the members person- 


ally floated bonds for a large amount. 

That their undertaking was not a fail- 
ure was shown the first day of the fair. 
The woman’s building was the most popu- 
lar place on the grounds. There was no in- 
termission in their zeal or labors. Those 
at the head of the different departments re- 
mained on duty day after day. 

At one time there was a stringent period 
in the financial affairs of the board. But 
they were not discouraged. They said that 
the money must come and it did come. By 
subscriptions, by donations and in various 
other ways the treasury was replenished 
until the women had more and to spare. 

One of the largest donations came from 
the New York board of commissioners. 
Through the efforts of Chairman Graybill 
and others who were interested in the work 


of the women it was decided at a session of | 


the board in New York to donate’the sum 
of $1,000° unconditionally to the woman's 
board. This was turned over to them in 
due time and resolutions of thanks were 
sent on. 

The Cincinnati Commercial Club came up 
with a good second to this, Upon the first 
visit of that organization to this city they 
were much impressed with the pluck of the 
Atlanta women. Upon their return a purse 


was raised and a check of $737.80 put at 


the disposal of the board. 

These were the two largest gifts to the 
board, but they were supplemented with 
other handsome contributions, until the 
purse was fat, indeed. 

The expenditures were heavy and 
amounted in all to $17,913.71. The total re- 
céipts were $18,495.13, making a balance on 
hand of $581.42. 

As treasurer Mrs. Thornton has managed 
affairs admirably. In a great measure the 
success of the finances has been due to her 
careful management and business tact.

The Meaning of the Answer Thought 
To Be the Reorganization of the 
¢ Macon Gaslight Company. 


Macon, Ga., January 6.—(Special.)—This 
afternoon Bacon & Miller, attorneys for 
the Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company, of 
New York, filed in the United States court 
an answer to the bill of Rufus H. Cars- 
well against the Macon Gaslight and 
Water Company. 

@ The answer also contains a prayer that 


we, 3 
the receiver of the gas and water company 


be dismissed. The filing of this answer has 
been long delayed and its appearance at 
this late date is regarded as the first step 


toward a reorganization of the Macon ’ 


Gaslight and Water Company. 

On May 10, 1894, Judge Speer, of the 
United States court, granted the appoint- 
ment of a receiver for the conrpany on 
the complaint of Rufus Carswell, the own- 
er of $5,500 of the third mortgage bonds of 


‘the company, the company having default- 


ed about six months previous, jn payment 
of interest on bonds. Marion Erwin and 
Alex Proudfit filed the bill in behalf of 
Carswell. 

The defendant offered to pay the inter- 
est on the bonds after the filing of the 
Carswell bill, provided the bill was dis- 
missed, but Carswell would not accept the 
interest only, nor would the gourt allow 
him, unless the principal of the bonds was 
also paid. 

T. D. Dingley was appointed receiver at 
$5,000 per annum. The company estimates 
the value of the gas and water plant at 
one million dollars. The property has been 
bonded at $800,000, divided as follows: 
$75,000 first mortgage bonds, $40,000 second 
mortgage, $385,000 third mortgage and $300,- 
000 fourth morgage. The Farmers’ Loan 
and Trust Company is trustee for all 
glasses of bond holders. Carswell, who 
owns $5,500 of third mortgage bond, al- 
leged in his bill for receiver that the gas 
company was preparing for reorganization 
and intended to scale the value of the third 
mortgage bonds so as to increase the value 
of fourth mortgage bonds. 

The Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company 
deny this allegation in their answer filed 
toddy. Wood & Co., of Phi'adelphia, hold 
$215,000 of the fourth mortgage bonds, which 
are supposed to be collateral fofa claim 
of about $100,000 worth. of pipe. 

A reorganization of the property by 
Wood & Co., and A. E. Boardman, and W. 
A. Jeter, of Macon, is evidently near at 
hand and the filing of the answer of the 
#armers’ Loan and Trust Company, in 
which they ask the dismissal of the re- 
ceiver, doubtless means this. 

January 24th has been set as the time 
for hearing the demurrer of the Macon 
Gaslight and Wter Company to the juris- 
diction of Judge Speer’s court. Claud 
(Estes represents the company. The ques- 
tion of jurisdiction may not be heard in 
view of the answer of the Farmrers’ Ioan 
and Trust Company, in which they ask 
that the receiver be dismissed.

LARGE BLOCK OF LAND SOLD. 


An Effort Will Be Made To Colonize 


Illinois Farmers. 

Waycross, Ga. January 6.—(Special.)»—The 
most important real estate deal in the 
history of Waycross was made today when 
Herbert Murphey, president of the Bank 
of Waycross, bought the Holland Clough 
property. The price paid was $17,000 and 
the property consists of 1,676 acres of the 
finest round timber and farming lands of 
south Georgia.

BRUNSWICK’S BLAZE. 


LARGE MANUFACTORY AND FOUR 
RESIDENCES BURNED. 


The Brewing Company’s Entire Plant 


Burned—Was Not Operated—The 
Losses and Iusurance. 


Brunswick, Ga., January 6.—(Special.)— 
The Brunswick Brewing and Ice Com- 
pany’s entire plant, a commod.ous two- 
story dwelling, four residences and all 
outbuildings were totally destroyed by fire 
today. The original cost of the plant six 
years ago was $150,000. The present value 
about $75,000; insurance on everything, 
$7,500, held in Wright’s agencies and dis- 
tributed as follows: On brewery and plant, 
Commercial Union, $1,000; Orient, $1,000; 
Western, $1,000; Pennsylvania, $1,000; Dela- 
ware, $1,000. Total, $500. On dwellings, 
Scottish Union and National, $2,300. The 
fire occurred at 12 o’clock and the entire 
department responded. It was first noticed 
in the southwest wing and supposed to have 
caught from a passing engine’s fying 
eparks. A strong southeast wind was 
blowing and the inflammable material 
burned rapidly. Several streams were put 
on, but the heavy winds were too much 
to fight with a low water pressure. Also 
their attention was turned toward saving 
the furniture In the occupied dweliings 
with fair success. The plant was not being 
operated. It was originally built by H. H. 
Walters, of Philadelphia, but failed, and 
passed into the hands of a receiver and was 
finally sold to a company composed of A. 
H. Lane, W. E. Kay, C. Downing, of 
Brunswick, and Henry Talmadge, of New 
York. During the summer months the 
ice plant and bottling works were operated, 
being recently improved at a cost of $4,o0. 
The owners are considerable losers. The 
track cf the Southern running alongside 
was burned, temporarily obstructing trathc 
and delaying several north-bound passeli- 
ger trains. 

It is understeod that parties were ne- 
gotiating for the Yo gy of the plant 
and an option is now out.

WORK OF DETECTIVES. 


CHIEF WRIGHT SUBMITS HIS AN- 
NUAL REPORT. 


The Chief Says His Department Han- 
dles More Crooks Than Any 
Other in the South. 


Chief of Detectives Wright has prepared 
his annual report of the work of the detec- 
tive department. The report was compliet- 
ed yesterday and submitted to Chief of 
Police Connolly. 

Chief Connolly will submit the report to 
the police board at its monthly meeting 
next Monday. Chief Connolly’s annual re- 
port will also be submitted to the board 
and in the two reports the work of the 
entire police department will be recounted. 

Chief Wright’s report shows the number 
of arrests made by the detective depariment 
and a full history of the disposition of the 
cases. 
goods recovered by the detectives during 


the year past and tells of the work of the 


department in detail. The report is a com- 
plete one and will form an important part 
of the records of the police department for 
1895. 

The detectives recovered stolen goods to 
the value of $12,893 during the last year. A 
total of 643 Cases were made by them, all 
on state charges. 

Chief Wright makes several recommenda- 
tions and suggestions to improve the ser- 
vice of his department. He says that the 
department is endeavoring to make the At- 
lanta office the prinaipal bureau of informa- 
tion about crooks in the south. The local 
rogues’ gallery is being increased and tne 
pictures of many crooks and thieves known 
in the country have been taken and added 
to the collection. 

The chief says that his department has 
handled more crooks than any other detec- 
tive department in the south, and that 
some of the worst men in the country have 
been arrested in Atlanta. A record of the 
southern career of thieves and thugs is 
being kept and the information being col- 
lected is considered invaluable to the de- 
partment. 

Chief Wright recommends that the detec- 
tives’ title be raised to that of detective 
sergeant. Hesays that detectives in the large 
cities work under that title and that he 
thinks the detectives should rank a little 
higher than a patrolman, He says that a 
detective sergeant should command the as- 
sistance of a patrolman at any time in 
making an arrest or in doing special work. 
As a detective no higher authority is vest- 
ed in him than in a patrolman. 

The report is one of the best ever submit- 
ted by Chief Wright, and his recommenda- 
tions will receive attention. 


JOE BLACKBURN’S CHANCES. 


His Friends Announce That He Has 
Sufficient To Elect. 

Frankfort, Ky., December 6.—(Special.) 
The senatorial race assumed a new phase 
today and it seems an easy matter to pick 
the nominees of the two caucuses. From 
Blackburn's confident bearing politicians 
about the capitol have believed that he 
holds a trump card up his sleeve, which 
he was only reserving to play at the 
proper moment. 

These predictions were verified today. 
The Blackburn people announced that 
Senator Lindsay, who has been on the 
stump against Blackburn, would be. asked 
to pay Blackburn debts he incurred dur- 
ing his race for the senate two years 
ago. It was announced that during Lind- 
say’s fight only for the personal efforts 
of Blackburn pulled him through: that 
Blackburn allowed Lindsay to be placed on 
the important committees in the senate 
and even permitted him to distribute part 
of this own patronage in order to give him 
standing in the senate and power in Ken- 
tucky. 

A meeting was held as soon as these 
facts had been circulated and Lindsay 
asked to show whether or not he was an 
ingrate.

AN IMPORTANT WORK 


Talk of a Canal to Prevent Overflows 
in Rome. 


TO BE SUPPORTED BY A LEVEE 


ee ee ee ae eee ~~ 


A Question Which Has Been Discussed 
for Some Time and May Be 
Investigated. 


Rome, Ga., January 6.—(Specital.)—With 
the assured location of the big Trainer 
mills and the reorganization of board of 
the trade, Romans are casting about now 


to avert the only physical trouble that 
could interfere with the rapid progress 
of improvement of the city. That is the 
occasional inundations to which a portion 
of the city is subject through the rapid 
rise of the rivers. 

The plan now under discussion seems 
to promise much in the way of averting 
such casualties, which, although they do 
not occur once in half a dozen years, are 
still a menace with the business portion 
of the city. 

Competent engineers have gone over the 
ground and have given as their opinion that 
a canal cut from a point in the Oostanaula 
river, about a mile above the courthouse, 
emptying into the Coosa river at the 
mouth of Horseleg creek, about five miles 
below the city, and being about foun miles 
in length, would take off the surplus 
water. 

Cause of the Overflow. 

When inundations occur in Rome they 
are not so much the result of the over- 
flowing of the streams as the back water 
from the Coosa. The Oostanaula is a 
much swifter stream than the Etowah, 
and the two streams meeting the channel 
of the Coosa and the fall of ‘ts current 
are insufficient to carry off the water, 
consequently it backs up and overflows the 
lowlands in and around the city. 

As the principal business houses in Rome 
are along Broad street, on the lower level, 
these overflows are very troublesome, when 
at long distant intervals they occur during 
an unusually rainy winter season. Broad 
street has been graded up to a level several 
feet above the original grade during the 
past twelve months, which will obviate 
much of the difficulty, as the floors of 
nearly all the houses have been elevated 
to the new grade. 

A Levee Contemplated. 

In the scheme for protection a levee 
is contemplated to extend from the hills 
on the upper edge of town down to where 
the rivers meet, and it.is thought that 
the combination of canal and levee will 
forever obviate any future difficulty with 
the water. The Etowah is not a trouble- 
some stream to the same extent as the 
Oostanaula. 

Those who are discussing the canal pro- 
ject claim that the water power developed 
by the canal would far more than com- 
pensate the expense of its construction, 
which would reach up into the neighbor- 
hood of $1,000,000. 

They argue that a number of factories 


could be located along the length of the , 


canal, agd that the same water would be 
utilized several times over in that manner. 
The fall from the proposed beginning to 
the end is such that it would develop a 
splendid power. The project is a big one 
and has attracted much attention.

Boys’ High School Building. 

“The Boys’ High school building, start- 
ed in 1894, is still incomplete, the board of 
education not having had the money at 
hand to complete it when the contract

Atlanta’s Credit Good. 

“T cannot leave the financial affairs of 
the city without referring with pride to 
the fact that during the last year the 
‘temporary ioans annually made by the 
city government to cover the: period be- 
tween spring and fall were procured at a 
lower rate of intcrest than ever before in 
the history cf the city. The needed sum 
to bridge over this period until taxes were 
paid in September and October—$.W0,000— 
vas borrowed at the very low rate of 4 
little less than 4 per cent, and an agree- 
ment has been made for securing a hke 
amount at the still lower rate of 3 pcr 
cent this year. It is also true that during 
last year the city’s bonds were sold upon 
very advantageous terms. Fifty thousand 
dollars of thirty-year 4 per cent redemp- 
tion bonds, to take the place of those ma- 
turing that were issued at a much higher 
rate of interest a number of years agu, 
were sold to home parties at par. Thesc 
things could not have been accomplished 
without that confidence which was in- 
spired by a safe administration, and 
through the well directed efforts of a 
strong finance committee, headed by an 
able financier. 

Lessons From the Exposition. 

“The eyes of the world have been attract- 
ed to Atlanta during the year just past, on 
account of the splendid exposition that was 


given by the Cotton States and Interna-. 


tional Exposition Company. This enter 
prise was first inaugurated by a few brave 


| spirits, at a time when general financial 


depression prevaited over the country, 
and without themselves cherishing the 
hope that it would ever assume the mag- 
nificent proportions to which it attained. 
Too much credit cannot be given the work 
of the public-spirited men who gave their 
time, their energy and their means to the 
inauguration and carrying to a successful 
termination of this great enterprise. The 
exposition just closed was the largest, but 
one—the world’s fair—ever given in Amer- 
ica, and besides affording an opportunity 
for exhibiting the resources of this country,

especially the southern country, it has been 
the means of bringing together the people 
of the whole union, and has facilitated the 
making of friendships and acquaintances 
that must bear golden fruits in the years 
to come. Seldom, since the establishment

In 
some respects the exposition was a heavy 
tax upon the city government, $92,000 hav- 
ing been expended in aid of it by this ad- 
ministration, as shown by the details re- 
counted above, besides $25,000 paid in 1894, 
together making a total contribution by 
the city government of $117,000, which will 
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reach $120,000 when the police and fire ser- 
vice now being rendered is paid for. It 
also drew heavily upon many of the citi-

zens of Atlanta, but, for the pleasure it 
gave us, the good it has accomplished and 
the results that are bound to flow from it, 
I am sure that we will all be more than 
repaid for the sacrifices undergone and the 
efforts put forth in its behalf.

Work of the Departments. 
“The board of education makes a good re- 
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And best of 
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pleased to say that the superintendent of 
education has given his accustomed faith- 


ful service, and the teachers in all of the 
schools have been unusually attentive and 


devoted. 

“The police department is certainly one 
of the most important in the city govern- 
ment and its work throughout the year 
has, in the main, been diligent and efficient. 
During the last few months, when such 
large crowds were in the cuty, for the good 
order preserved and the comparative ab- 
sence of crime, this department is certainly 
worthy of commendation. 

‘“‘Matters conected with the detective de- 


partment have not been in all respects sat- | 


isfactory and I trust it will be maintained 
on the highest plane of efficiency, or be 
abolished. 

“IT also express the hope that the new 
commissioner :‘to be chosen by your honor- 
able body, under the act of the legislature 
recently passed, increasing the membership 
of the board from six to seven, in view 
of the importance of the work, will be a 
good and true man, with the welfare of the 
entire city at heart, and that in all things 
the board will work alone for the continued 
improvement of the department. 

“The regulation of the liquor traffic, 
through the police committee of the general 
council, has been wise and conservative. 
I am satisfied that this course greatly con- 
tributed“to the maintenance of good order 
and the suppression of crime. during the 
exposition. I have no reason to change 
the views expressed in my former address, 
that Atlanta is well regulated, practically, 
in her control of the liquor question, and 
the enforcement of these regulations will 
preserve peace and good order. 

‘The fire department has, as usual, ren- 
dered effective and satisfactory service, 
and though the number of fires was great- 
er, by nearly a hundred, than during any 
preceding year, averaging almost a fire for 
every day in the year, and the amount of 
property exposed to risk was considerably 
greater than heretofore, the loss rate was 
kept well down. It is with pleasure that 
I commend the work of this department. 

“The sanitary department has performed 
unusually heavy service and it has sus- 
tained itself in a very satisfactory way. 
Four hundred and fifty-nine new houses 
have been built during the year, as against 
three hundred and sixty-three in 1894. Dur-

“I greatly regret that because of advanc- 
ing years, and somewhat failing health, 
Major Sidney Root, the secretary of the 
park commission, has declined a reappoint- 
mrent as commissioner. He has been con- 
nected as an officer for over fifteen years 
with the commission. I appreciate the 
delicacy of sentiment Which causes him to 
decline to serve further, and in common 
with his many fellow citizens, trust that, 
by sparing himself from too arduous work, 
he will be restored to health and spared 
for many years to those who esteem and 
love him. He retires voluntarily from this 
office with the plaudit, ‘Well done, thou 
good and faithful servant.’ 


Option on Piedmont Park. 


“As you are perhaps aware, the city has. 


an option on the grounds of the Piednront 
Exposition Company, where the Cotton 
States and International exposition was 
lately held, comprising something less than 
two hundred acres of land, for their pur- 
chase for park purposes, if bought early 
in the year, at what is considered by many 
as a fair price. An act of the legislature 
was also recently passed, authorizing the 
purchase of these grounds under this 
option and paying for the same in annual 
installmfents, if, im the opinion of the 
mayor and general council, the same is 
wise and expedient. I recommend that a 
proper committee be directed to take this 
matter in hand, ascertain what the best 
terms are that can be made with the 
owners of the grounds and report back as 
speedily as practicable, their conclusions 
to your honorable body, for such further 
action as in your wisdom seems proper. 
Want to Improve the Streets. 
“The street work has been Iooked after 
and carried forward in an entirely satis- 
factory manner, Though the appropriation 
for permanent street paving was not as 
large as for the last few preceding years, 
it was still large enough to pave all streets 
with bricks or belgian blocks where there 
was any pressing demand, or great meces- 
sity for such work. The large number of 
miles of paved streets, viz.: over sixty, 
have served to a great extent to keep 
us out of the mud and dust, have taken in 
most of the thoroughfares, and have great- 
ly aided the growth of Atlanta. I believe 
that the keeping in good order of the paved 
streets already laid, and repairing of those 
that were paved some years ago, is mfore 
important than the laying of further 
blocks or bricks, except on important 
streets connecting other paved streets, or 
except where a large proportion of the 
citizens desire the work done, on whom 
the assessed cost for paving falls most 
heavily. And I recommend that a sufficient 
amount be appropriated and set aside for 
raising the blocks that have become de- 
pressed and uneven, and making smooth 
and sightly the main thoroughfares in the 
center of the city. viz.; Marietta, Decatyr, 
Peachtree, Whitehall and Alabama streets. 
This work can probably be done ~aatagg: shone 
and best by advertising for bids. t 
year similar work Was passed up as to 
Edgewood avenue, but in the pressure of 
other matters it. was not done, and I 
trust it can be accomplished this year. I 
think, too, that recent experiments with 


chert demonstrate that it is worthy of trial 


on residence streets, being so much cheaper 
than blocks or brick, not so noisy, and the 
travel not being so heavy as on business 
thoroughfares.”’

an early. day. 

“Steps have also been taken looking to 
the erection of a new bridge 
avenue over the railroads, and as they 
manifest a disposition to co-operate in the 
matter, I hope there will be no trouble 
about the building this year of such a 
bridge. 


Important Work To Do. 


‘The committee on electric and other 
railroads have had many questions of in- 
terest and importance before them during 
the year, and whether or not all have 
been decided right, I am sure there will 
be a concurrence of opinion that faithful- 
ness, industry and a desire to conserve the 
interests of the city, and to act justly to- 
ward all parties concerned, have charac- 
terized their actions. The street railroad 
interest in Atlanta is a large and important 
one, and I trust that during my contin- 
uance in office due regard will be shown 
to the rights of the citizen, and also to 
those of the persons who ‘have invested so 
largely in these enterprises. Nothing of 
special import now gives indication of 
coming up this year, but ie interests 
involved being large, the citizens being 
touched on every hand by the workings 
of the street car companies, and the ques- 
tions that arise being tedious and impor- 
tant, we should give especial care to all 
legislation called for in this department 
of the city council. 


Care of the City’s Poor. 


“The poor and distressed of the city 
have been cared for in an effective and 
benevolent way. through the organizca 
city charities, and by the generosity and 
personal attention of Atlantas warm- 
hearted people. During the unusually cold 
spell of iast February, when vegetation 
was killed that had withstood many win- 
ters, when for some days everything was 
frozen hard and stiff, and the ice king 
asserted unwonted sway, I was proud of 
the manner in which the Atlanta people 
responded to the call for help for those 
who were suffering. With a unanimity 
and a zeal characteristic of our_ citizens 
they promptly came together and within 
twenty-four hours after the call Was is- 
sued subscribed for the immediate relief 
of the suffering poor, white and black, over 
$5,000 in money, provisions, coal, clothing 
and the necessaries of life. They, too, 
themselves aided in their distribution. 
Warmth and happiness were thus carried 
to many a cheerless home and heaven's 
blessings will surely rest upon @ people 
who so generously respond to the call of 
those in need. 

“The chairman of the relief committee 
has, throughout the year, faithfully dis- 
charged the duties of his office, treating 
them rather as a labor of love, and has 
investigated all applications patiently and 
carefully. Under the work of the Atlanta 
Charitable Association, the Grady hospital 
and other organized charitable 
tions, systematic and effective help has 
been given when it was needed, and the 
poor have been regularly provided for. 


City Attorney’s Work. 


“The work of the city attorney's office 
during the year has been laborious and 
important, and has been well conducted 
under the direction of the able city attor- 
ney and his assistant. In the first part of 
the vear a different assistant a-ded the 
attorney. from the one who was chosen 
later in the year. Both, together with their 
chief, have worked for the city’s gova, 
and have handled with ability the many 
important and intricate questions coming 
up for soluticn. 

Wants Larger Quarters. 

“Having experienced some difficulty in 
readily finding contracts and other papers 
relating to the city’s affairs, when wanted, 
I. think some definite provision should be 
made for their safe and orderly keeping. 
The quarters now occupied by the cit) 
conmiptroller are crowded and inadequate, 
and the safe room is also insuificient. I 
recommend that he he furnished with 
more adequate quarters and an additional 
iron safe, and aiso that all city contracfs, 
or other valuable papers, be turned over 
to him, and that he be required to so Kvrep 
the same as to insure their safety aud 
ease of access when needed. 


Will Co-Operate with All. 


“Several changes have been made among 
th« officials in the city hall since the com- 
mencement cf my admin.stration, notably 
in the offices of clerk, marshal, tax col- 
lector and tax assessor. I have found ali 
of these officials, both the old and the new, 
zealous in the discharge of their duties, 
and have received their heartiest co-cpera- 
tion and support, for which I am grateful. 
I am especially brought in contact daily 
with the city comptroller, and have noted 
with particular pleasure his fidelity, in- 
terest and zeal in the matters pertaining 
to this office. 

“And now, permit me to close this mes- 
sage with an expression of good will to 
every retiring member of the general 
ceuncil of 18955, and a pledge of my co- 
operation and best efforts to every mem- 
ber of the general council of 1893 in behalf 
of all measures for the good of our city.” 


CHAIRMAN JOHNSON

The uppermost question last night was 
how is. the police board to be affected by 
the advent of the two new members? 


. Will Chairman Johnson be continued at 


the head of the board when it is reorgan- 
ized in March? 

Doesn’t the election of the new commis- 
sioners put the police department into 
the hands of influences entirely different 
from those that prevail at present? 

“If I understand the situation,’’ said 
Chairman Johnson, of the police board, 
last night, “‘Messrs. Stockdell and Beauprie 
will come into the board untrammelied, 
and I anticipate no further trouble in the 
body. They wiil represeht no political 
faction, but the people of the city 
of Atlanta. That has been my policy since 
I have been a member of the board and 
my record will bear out this assertion. 

“If, however, these gentlemen come into 
the board to represent certain political 
factions there will be trouble; it will be 
inevitable.

send in his resignation to the mayor. I’ve 
endeavored, since I was elected chairman 
of the commission, to enforce the rules 
and law governing the department of po- 
lice. I have done so without the aid of any 
one. We've had a very economical adminis- 
tration. The police and detective depart- 
ments have done extraordmarily fine 
work, considering the number of men we 
have had. I consider the best work done 
at the exposition grounds during the expo- 
sition. It was the first time in the history 
of Atlanta, since we have had exposi- 
tions, that there has not been charges pre- 
ferred against some of the officers. Not a 
single complaint has come in against the 
department and never will be so iong as we 
have such able and efficient officers as 
Captain Jennings. His peer ig not to be 
found in the southern states.

John Sherman’s Speech. . 

Elsewhere we give copious extracts 
from the speech delivered in the senate 
last Friday by John Sherman. The 
whole speech is a very elaborate affair, 
and is, confessedly, the most studied 
effort that the republican leader has 
ever made on the floor of the senate. 
Departing entirely from his usual cus- 
tom, he reduced the speech to writing 
and read it. 

This carefulness on the part of Mr. 
Sherman shows that he regards not 
only the subject matter of the speech 
but the speech itself as probably the 
most important that he has delivered 
since the war. So far we are willing 
to take the senator at his word. The 
speech is important: enough to attract 
attention, and we present the main por- 
tions of it for the information of our 
readers. 

There can be no doubt that a speech 
so carefully prepared and introduced to 
the senate with so much ceremony was 
submitted to the republican leaders for 
their criticism and approval before it 
was made public. Nor can there be any 
doubt that its chief interest to the re- 
publicans Hes in the fact that in its 
main features the speech is an outline 
of the eampaign that Mr. Sherman’s 
party will make this year. 

In that view the speech is important 
to democrats, as showing the form and 
nature of the campaign contentions 
which the republicans propose to make. 
It is well to know beforehand the plans 
of the party that is responsible for all 
the legislative evils that have oppressed 
the people since the war. 

Mr. Sherman presents a table to show 
that the receipts of the government have 
exceeded expenditures every year from 
1866 to 1893, the year that Mr. Cleveland 
began his financial experiments, and 
that expenditures exceeded receipts in 
1894 by $70,000,000, and in 1895 by 
$43,000,000 in round numbers. He shows 
also that from August 31, 1865, to 
March 1, 1893, the public debt had been 
decreased by $1,881,367,873. But since 
1893, under the administration of Mr. 
Cleveland, the public debt has been in- 
creased by the sum of $162,602,245. To 
this must be added the midnight issue 
of $100,000,000 which Mr. Cleveland has 


against either gold or silver. They were | 
asked by President Cleveland and the 
money power to repeal the purchasing 

clause of the Sherman law uncondi- 

tionally. They were told that this would 

be a complete remedy for the financial 

troubles that had overtaken the treas- 

ury and the people. They were faith- 

fully promised that the president re- 

garded this as the first step toward the 

restoration of bimetallism. 

Those who opposed this scheme of the 
money power to expose the people to the 
full effect of the evils of the British 
gold standard fell under the extreme 
displeasure of Mr. Cleveland. The in- 
fluence of patronage and the party lash 
were brought into play to bribe or 
whip them into supporting the pro- 
gramme of the money power, and those 
who remained true to the people were 
cut loose from all connection with the 
white house. It was not until 1894 that 
the McKinley law was repealed, and 
long before the democratic measure be- 
came a law the business of the country 
was in a state of collapse and the pros- 
perity of the people had been destroyed. 
A deficiency had already appeared in 
the treasury before the new tariff act 
became a law. 

John Sherman knows as well as any- 
body and better than a great many peo- 
ple that a tariff law passed in 1894 could 
not cause a tremendous collapse in val- 
ues, prices and prosperity in 1893. There 
must have been an active and a more 
potent cause. It was the result of the 
increased value of gold, as compared 
with silver and other commodities. It 
was the result of the contraction of the 
currency due to the demonetization of 
silver. Every phase of the situation 
that has impressed itself painfully on 
the minds and pockets of the people, 
since 1893 was predicted by The Con- 
stitution and other bimetallists before 
1898. 

Mr. Sherman and his republican fol- 
lowers might erect a tariff wall sky 
high, but the people will have no relief 
until there is a substantial and contin- 
ual increase in their money of final 
payment. 

The Right Spirit. 

The Charleston News and Courier calls 
attention to the fact that its recent trade 
review showed $10,000,000 invested in 
manufacturing enterprises in Charles- 
ton. 

Our contemporary rightly considers 
this a very encouraging exhibit, and it 
gives its readers some good advice for 


the new year. 
Stop croaking is the first thing to be 


just authorized, making $262,602,245. 
Mr. Sherman shows that the deficiency 
in the treasury from the month of Sep- 
tember, 1894, to November, 1895, was 
more than $70,000,000. He presents 
other official figures that are interesting 
as showing the great change that has 


finances since the present administra- 
tion took charge. 

His facts and figures are indisputable, 
so far as the treasury is concerned, but 
the conclusions he draws from them are 
absurd on their face. He says that all 
the treasury troubles have arisen from 
the repeal of the McKinley Jaw, and the 
substitution therefor of the senate tariff 
act, which Mr. Sherman, with strange 
perversity, calls the “Wilson law.” Ab- 
surd as this contention is, the emphasis 
which the republican leader gives to it 
shows that it is on this issue that the 
republicans are going into the next 
campaign. The people are to be told 
that the existing tariff is the cause of 
all our troubles; that if we had higher 
protection than the present law gives, 
there would be no deficiency in the 
treasury, no exports of gold, and, there- 
fore, no necessity for bond issues. 

We have as little doubt that a great 
many people who have made a fetish of 
the tariff will believe this as we have 
that John Sherman doesn’t believe a 
word of it. For the republican leader 
knows full well that the financial 
troubles of the treasury and the dis- 
tressing collapse of values and prices, 
Sweeping away the earnings of the peo- 
ple and destroying the business pros- 
perity of the country, began before the 
democrats In congress touched the tariff 
laws—even before the democratic con- 
gress assembled. 

They began, as Mr. Sherman well 
knows, as soon as it was definitely 
known that Mr. Cleveland was pledged 
to prevent all silver legislation and to 
the repeal of the only law which pro- 
tected the people and the business inter- 
ests of the country. The first note of 
the collapse came when the value of 
gold was suddenly increased and that 
of all other forms of property decreased 
by the close of the Indian mints to sil- 
ver. Silver fell and with it prices and. 
values, and then came the wreck of 
things which, beginning with the panic 
of 1893, has not yet culminated. The 
collapse came when President Cleve- 
land put the gold dollar on a pedestal 
and invited the world to raid the gold 
reserve, by offering a premium for its 
depletion. 

That the people’s treasury has been 
recklessly mismanaged and that the in- 
terests of the people have been sac- 
rificed beyond all precedent cannot be 
denied. But not by means of the tariff, 
which has played a very small part in 
the matter. When Mr. Cleveland called 
congress together in 18938 it was not 
for the purpose of discussing the tariff 
or of framing a tariff law. Far from it. 
The representatives of the people were 
called together in extraordinary session 
for the purpose of violating one of the 
main pledges of the democratic plat-

The fac- 
tory will build up home markets, and 
our farmers.will then be able to sell 
their products to the growing cities and 
towns in their own neighborhoods, in- 
stead of shipping them to the distant 
cities of the north and west. 

Get ready for the industrial age, and 
put your brains, money and work into 
its great enterprises!

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was passed in utter poverty, and it was 
with difficulty that he picked up an ed- 
ucation sufficient to admit him to the 
bar. He never became a good speller, 
but he could make himself understood 
better than any man of his day. 

Once in a duel he killed a young man 
named Dickinson. He killed him be- 
cause Dickinson joined a conspiracy 
against him and provoked him to fight 
by slandering Mrs. Jackson. Her hus- 
band took his time. He settled his 
worldly affairs and then challenged 
Dickinson. The latter was confident 
that he would kill his opponent. He re- 
lied upon his quickness and fired first. 
His bullet broke two of Jackson's ribs, 
but the wounded man stood like a 
statue. He would not Iet the other 
know that he had been hit. Then he 
fired, and Dickinson received his death 
wound. 

To the very last day of his life the 
old soldier could not see that he had 
done anything wrong in killing @ man 
who had attacked his wife’s honor. 

He never cared much for technicali- 
ties, and he sometinies violated the law 
when his .country’s * welfare was at 
stake. He invaded Florida when it be- 
longed to Spain without orders, cap- 
tured St. ‘Augustine, hanged two 
Englishmen and sent word to certain 
congressmen in Washington who ob- 
jected to his course that he would come 
there and cut off their ears. 

After the fight at New Orleans he 
placed the city under martial law. When 
the French consul objected the general 
marched him out of the city and told 
him not to return. A member of the 
legislature also objected and Jackson 
placed him under arrest. <A _ federal 
judge issued a writ of habeas corpus 
to take the legislator out of custody, 
and the commander tore up the writ 
and arrested the judge. 

This old hero was a stern man with. 
a tender heart. He could shoot an ene- 
my, but he went out into the sleet one 
morning at 2 o’clock to rescue a suffer- 
ing lamb. <A biographer says that he 
studied every detail which led to suc- 
cess, whether the enterprise was the 
killing of a man or the culture of a 
flower. To Sam Houston, who was 
going to fight a duel, he said: “When 
you face your man put a btillet between 
your back teeth and bite into it hard. 
It will stiffen your nerve, and you will 
hold a pistol as steadily as if it was 
screwed in a vice.” 

He was loyal to his friends, and al- 
ways kind and courteous to the poorer 
and humbler classes. Old men now liv- 
ing who frequently saw him in the 
streets of Nashville say that they never 
saw a more perfect gentleman, and this 
was the testimony of the ladies of his 
generation. 

Manhood and chivalry made Jackson 
a popular idol. In these days we do 
not need a leader with his methods, but 
we shall always need leaders with his 
principles and his courage, his un- 
swerving devotion to his people. It is 
well to celebrate Jackson Day. The 
oceasion should be a democratic festi- 


val forever! 
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A British Statesman’s Views. 

Despite Sir Charles Dilke’s unfortu- 
nate entanglement in a scandal, some 
years ago, he is still regarded as one of 
the ablest statesmen in England, and 
his views upon the Venezuelan question 
will be read with interest. In a recent 
interview Sir Charles said: 

IT think that if the members of the com- 
mission go to Venezuela as simple tourists 
there can be no objection to them. But if 
the commission, officially, should set up a 
claim to throw light upon the subject and 
to pass judgment upon it, that would be 
quite anuther affair. In my judgment, if 
the commission should attempt to operate 
in a territory we believe to be English, 
we should refuse absolutely to recognize 
their authority. Moreover, the novelty of 
this commission, which appears so strange, 
does not impress us beyond measure. The 
gentlemen at their leisure can study the 
question on the plans. The Venezuelan 
question is as old as the dispvte with 
France in regard to Newfoundland. It goes 
back to a period anterior to the arrival 
of the English in Guiana. At that time 
there was a frontier dispute between the 
Spaniards and the Dutch. There has been 
a substitution of claims, and that is all. 
Since 1884 the dispute between British Gui- 
ana and Venezuela has become more in- 
tensified by reason of the gold discoveries. 


When asked what would be the result 
if the United States should apply the 
Monroe doctrine and attempt to force 
the English out of the disputed terri- 
tory, he replied: 

The United States could not undertake to 
reach British Guiana except by sea. By 
land their forces would be obliged to pass 
through different countries before getting 
to Venezuela. Consequently they don’t think 


. Of land operations there in case of war. All 


the efforts of the Americans would be con- 
eentrated upon Canada, with a view of 
uniting that country to the American re- 
public. Very well, I fancy that the Ameri- 
cans at the present time would run a very 
great risk of not seeing their efforts crown- 
ed with success. French Canada, in my 
opinion, as well as Scotch Canada, would 
unite in a common and desperate resistance 
against any enterprise directed against 
them by the United States. But we must 
not deceive ourselves. It is Canada, now 
more than ever, that the American spirit 
of conquest is directed against. 


He then went on to say that sooner 
or later every part of America, North 
and South, would come into the union, 
including Canada and the Spanish- 
American republics. The Monroe doc- 
trine, he frankly admitted, would some 
day absolutely control this hemisphere. 
But at present he does not believe that 
this country is able to drive the British 
out of Venezuela or acquire Canada. 
These results are in the distant future. 

Sir Charles has traveled in this coun- 
try, and he wrote a book about the 
Americans which shows that he made a 
close study of the people and the affairs 
of the United States. It is quite likely 
that his opinions about the Venezuelan 
question. are shared by many other 
English statesmen.

A Forgotten Statute. 

Americans must be careful how they 
write or telegraph to the prince of 
Wales and other foreigners of high posi- 
tion in regard to matters in which our 
government is interested. Such _ tele- 
grams were recently sent concerning 
the Venezuelan affair, and now the 
state department officials at Washing- 
ton call attention, without comment, to 
this old statute which is still in force: 


Section 5335—Every citizen of the United 
States, whether actually resident or abiding | 
within the same, or in any foreign country, 
who, without the permission or authority 
of the government, directly or indirectly 
commences or carries on any verbal cor- 
respondence or intercourse with any foreign 
government, or any officer or agent there- 
of, with an intent to inuflence' the 
measures or conduct of any foreign gov- 
ernment, or of any officer or agent there- 
of, in relation to any disputes or contro- 
versies with the United States, or to defeat 
the measures of the government of the 
United States; and every person being @ 
citizen or resident within the United States, 
and not duly authorized, who counsels, ad- 
vises or assists in any such correspondence, 
with such intent, shall be punished by a 
fine of not more than $5,000 and by im- 
prisonment during a term not less than 
six months nor more than three years; 
but nothing in this section shall be con- 
strued to abridge the right of a citizen to 
apply, himself or his agent, to any foreign 
government or the agent thereof for re- 
dress of any injury which he may have sus- 
tained from such government, or any of its 
agents or subjects. ‘ 

If the telegrams referred to were sent 
to defeat the measures of our govern- 
ment, it would seem that the persons 
sending them are liable to the penalties 


of this forgotten law. 

It would be better. for our citizens to 
let the government attend to its foreign 
business, and not interfere. We do not 
believe that The New York World's 
telegrams to the prince of* Wales and 
others tended to have the effect of de- 
feating the measures of our government, 
but the whole business was at best dan- 
gerously near the mark of officious in- 
terference.

The line of defense that will be intro- 
duced will be to establish the good char- 
acter of Rothery, and tnis will be de- 
pendent entirely, so Attorney Moyers 
stated, on the testimony of those who have 
known Rothery in Chicago. Rothery 
claims to have many friends in the Windy 
City who will come to bear testimony in 
his behalf. Mr. Moyers stated that if 
the case was postponed for the two weeks, 
decided upon by the court, that it will 
give him ample time to have the witness¢cs 


notified. 

The Case of Bryant. 

The next case called was the state versus 
J. P. Bryant, and the charge written op- 
posite his name was that of murder. As 
soon as Bryant entered the courtroom 
his attorney, Mr. Eugene Mitchell, asked 
the court to postpome the case for two 
weeks for reasons that were good. Th< 
time requested by the attorney was granted 
by the judge. 

Bryant, the defendant, who is an instal! 
ment furniture dealer, is the slayer of Ka- 
tie Woods, a negro woroan with whom 
he had been seen several times by ne- 
groes in the neighborhood where the Woods 
woman lived. Bryant was at the woma’s 
house about three weeks ago, and afier 
a few words he killed the woman. A Wai- 
rant, charging Bryant with murger, was 
sworn out, and he was arrested. 

Several reports are current as to the 
reasons for the killing. Bryant stated 
that the shooting was accidental, and im- 
mediately after it occurred he was attack- 
ed by two negro men, who beat him with 
clubs and badly wounded him about the 
head and face. He claims that the woman 
had purchased furniture from him, which 
Was to he paid for in weekly installments, 
but failing to meet the payments, he went 
to her house to collect the amount dve, 
Others, however, stated at the time that 
Bryant frequented the place and the wo- 
man was his mistress.

BIG SOUTHERN DEAL. 


TWENTY-ONE THOUSAND ACRES 
OF PHOSPHATE LANDS SOLD. 


Six Hundred Thousand Dollar Deal 
Which May Mean Much for 
the South. 


It was learned here, from an authentic 
source, yesterday that a big deal was con- 
summated in Nashville Saturday, whereby 
21,000 acres of phosphate lands were sold for 
$600,000 to a Charleston syndicate of wealthy 
capitalists interested in the manufacture of 
commercial fertilizers. 

The land belonged to the Tennessee Coal, 
Iron and Raijiroad Company and is known 
as the Tennessee phosphate interests of that 
state. It is located above Nashville. The 
deal, it is understood, was made by Mr. 
Nat Baxter, president of the Tennessee 
Coal, Iron and Railroad Company, to 
Messrs. Sloan, Pelzer, Smythe and others, 
who own and operate the vast and rich 
phosphate beds in South Carolina. 

These parties passed through the city Sat- 
urday on their return home from Nashville, 
where the transaction took place. The 
trade is a cash transaction and the money 
will be paid in a lump as soon as the neéec- 
essary deeds and other papers have been 
drawn up and properly signed. 

The Tennessee phosphate beds in ques- 
tion were discovered several years ago. 
They were developed by the Tennessee 
Coal, Iron and Railroad Company and 
worked successfully for more than three 
years. The deposits are as rich as any 
in the Carolinas or Florida. Negotiations 
sor the plant have been going on for some 
months, but not until the latter part of 
the past week Were they closed satisfac- 
torily. 

The purchasers, or the syndicate, will 
operate the phosphate plant in Tennessee 
in connection with the plants in South Car- 
olina. The plant will be enlarged and more 
thoroughly equipped by the syndicate. This 
work will be commenced as early as prac- 
ticable. 

The question naturally arises, if this pur- 
chase is significant of a combination or pool 
on phosphate or commercial fertilizers, 
since the syndicate owns every phosphate 
plant and interest in this country, except 
that in Florida, which is operated on a 
small scale by small companies. No in- 
formation could be obtained on this line 
here. It remains to be seen whether or 
not prices will be advanced. It is claimed 
that they are very low at present and a 
rensonable advance might naturally be ex- 
pected under the circumstances.

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HIS DEATH NATURAL. 


GEORGE CHEATWOOD WAS NOT A 
VICTIM OF FOUL PLAY. 


So Says Coroner Paden—A Thorough 
Investigation of the Case 
Was Made. 


a 

Coroner Paden and Undertaker Patte-r- 
son declare that the suspicion of Ann'stoy 
parties that George Cheatwood came to his 
death by foul play is unfounded. They 
say that the death was from natural 
causes and that the case is surrounded by 
no mystery, as is claimed by Cheatwvuod’s 
Anniston friends 

Yesterday’s Constitution contained a 
special from Anniston in which it was 
stated that Cheatwood’s friends there sus- 
pected that the dead man met his death 
by other than natural causes. It was stat- 
ed that the body bore evidences of a woul 
of some kind and that it was suspected 
that Cheatwood was murdered. 

Undertaker Patterson says that the body 
was in perfect condition when found dead 
in the Gate City hotel here some time azo. 
He says that in embalming the body to be 
sent to Anniston he tmnade an incision near 
the heart with an embalmer’s instrument, 
the hole giving rise to the statement that 
a wound resembling a stab was found on 
the body when it reached Anniston. 

Coroner Paden states that he and Dr. 
Gilbert, the county physician, made a thor- 
cugh exarnination of the case at the time 
of Cheatwood’s death and that there werc 
no suspicicus circumstances surrounding 
the case. As stated in yesterday’s Consti- 
tution, Cheatwoed retired early on the 
night of his death and complained vf. being 
sick. He grew worse °in the night and 
before his death a physician was sum- 
moned to his side. Later in the night he 
dicd and was found early in the moruing 
in his bed just as he was last seen. 

The body was in perfect condition and 
the examination resulted in the issuance 
of a death certificate to the effect thai 


heart disease. No inquest was 
Corener Paden for the reason that thy 
eounty physician told him that one was 
not necessary, the case being ciear.

JUDGE. REID BOWS TODAY 


The Newly Appointed Judge of the. 


City Court Will Occupy the 
Bench This Morning. 


Judge Howard Van Epps, for ten years 
judge of the civil branch of the city court, 
made his final bow yesterday and vacated 
the bench of the court, 

This morning Judge Harry M. Reid, the 
newly elected judge, will call the court to 
order. His first work will be to call the 
docket and hold a meeting of the lawyers 


of the bar. 

When the court convened yesterday morn- 
ing Judge Van Epps heard a few motions, 
@ number of decisions were handed down 
and then he took his formal farewell of 
the court. After transacting the regular 
business, he stated that his resignation, 
which had been placed in the hands of the 
governor, would take effect last night at 
, midnight and Judge Reid would occupy the 
” bench today. Judge Van Epps then said: 

“I am now about to fade out of the pub- 
lic view as a judicial officer. Il have noth- 
ing to say for myself, except that 1 lay 
down a heavy burden with a sense of re- 
lief. But I do want to say a word about 
the other officers of the court. 

“I want to thank Mr. Cabaniss, the clerk, 
for his uniform courtesy; for his industry, 
and for the punctual and faithful disc harge 
‘of his duties. And Mr. A. W. Hill, sheriff— 
I can scarcely say enough-in praise of him. 
The state is fortunate in having a public 
servant, having the character and eflicien- 
cy that Mr. Hill has. 

“But 5 especially wanted to speak of. Mr. 
Samuel D. Abernathy and Mr. Thomas P. 
Kimberley, the bailiffs of the court. Their 
office may not be a conspicuous one in the 
eyes of some, but they have made it conspic- 
uous by the wav in which they have dis- 
charged its duties. I do not believe any 
two more faithful men live anywhere, I 
have known them repeatedly to serve every 
jury summons without a single exception, 
no matter how far away in the country the 
juror lives. and no matter how much ice 
and snow and slush, swollen streams or 
other obstacles interpose. I have never 
known them ina single instance to be guil- 
ty of the slightest neglect in the discharge 
of their official duties, and as a reward 
they have secured and alw ays enjoyed, and 
Go now have the confidence of the presiding 
judge and of the members of the bar, with- 
out, I think, a single exception. I can truly 
say to all, to you, Mr. Clerk, and to you, 
Mr. Sheriff, and to you, Messrs. Bailiffs, 
*‘Well done, good and faithful servants’— 
and farewell.”’ 

Deputy Hill Replies. 

The farewell address of Judge Van Epps 
was touching and when he sat down a si- 
lence of several minutes’ duration en- 
sued, 

Deputy Sheriff A. W. Hill spoke in be- 
half of the officers of the court. Mr. Hill 


assured the retiring judge that it was with, 


regret that he bade him farewell, as he had 
wisely administered the judiciary reins of 
the court and had ably discharged the du- 
ties of his office. Mr. Hill said in conclu- 
sion: 

“Your Honor—In behalf of myself and the 
other officers of this court, I beg to say 
that we have, each of us, endeavored to do 
our full duty and we deeply appreciate 
your kind words of recognition of our ef- 
forts. It is with deep regret that we see 
your honor leave us, but, sir, you can rest 


*" assured that you have ncw, and will ever 


have, not only the admiration and respect, 
but the love and affection of each of us.”’

When Searched One of the Negroes

The change ig a radical one, as the agso- 
ciation for the last six yeams fias alter- 
mated between the First Methodist church 
and Trinity. By this move it switcheg over 
from the Methodist to the Baptist church. 
The change, however, is not a denomina- 
tional one and the selection of the First 


Baptist church was made purely ag a mat- | 


ter of convenience to the members. 

While this was the sole reason for chang- 
ing the place of meeting, it goes to show 
that the association is not composed ex- 
clusively of ministers from one denomina- 
tion, but embraces all the evengelical 
churches of the city. 

This is further shown in the election of 
officers, four denominations being repre- 
gented in the distribution of offices for 
the year. 

Dr. R. V. Atkisson, the retiring president 
of the association, is the pastor of the 
Central Congregational ehurch. Dr. John 


ing elder of the South Atlanta district of 
the North Georgia conference of the South- 
ern Methodist church. 

Rev. C. N. Donaldson, the newly elected 
first vice president, is the pastor of the 
Fifth Baptist church. Rev. L. K. Probst, 
the second vice president, is pastor of the 
English Lutheran church, and Rev. T. P. 
Cleveland, the secretary of the association, 
ds the pastor of the Fourth Presbyterian 
church. Dr. Clev&@and has held the office 
of secretary for eleven years and the as- 
Bociation owes much of its prosperity and 
g0oa results to its fidelity. 

In yielding up the presidential gavel, af- 
ter a year’s performdnce of the arduous 
and trying duties of the chair, Dr. At- 
kisson was tendered a vote of thanks for 
the patient, able and impartial character 
of his administration. At the time of his 
election to the presidency last year Dr. At- 
kisson was comparatively inexperienced. 
He had been a resident of Atlanta for only 
a few months, having been called to the 
pulpit of the Central Congregational 
church in May of the preceding year.

Judge Newman Confirms the Sale of the 
Marietta and North Georgia Road.

PURCHASED BY A SYNDICATE 


Bid Transferred by Original Purchas- 
er to the Atlanta, Knoxville and 
Northern Construction Co 


The sale of the Marietta and North Geor- 
gia railroad was confirmed by Judge New- 
man, in open court, yesterday morning. 

Instead of the original purchasers, how- 
ever, the property, with all the rights and 
titles appertaining thereto, was confirmed 
to the Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern 


Construction Company. 

The property was sold the 2th day of 
last November, due and legal notice of the 
sale having been given. Messrs. HR. J. 
Lowry and H. H. Taylor were the special 
commissioners appointed to conduct the 
sale of the property. 

Including the sidetracks, bridges, rights 
of way, depots, equipments, telegraph lines, 
property and franchises the road brought 
$956,500, of which amount about 10 per cent 
was paid cash. The property was purchased 
by the Car Trust and Investment Company. 
It was shown to the court that the Car 
Trust and investment Company had trans- 
ferred its bid, without realizing any profit 
therefrom, to the Atlanta, Knoxville and 
Northern Construction Company. 

The officers of this company are Charles 
E. Kimball, Summit N. J., president; 
George D. Mumford, New York city, sec- 
retary, and M. F. McLanahan, New York 
city, treasurer. 

By this deal the railroad becomes the 
property of a strong syndicate and will 
doubtless be completed to Atlanta. Mariet- 
ta was the terminus of the old Marietta and 
North Georgia road. A part of the road 
lies in Ten ee and a part in North Caro- 
lina, the latter consisting of a branch line, 
running as far as Murphy, N.C. The road 
lies through the most diversified and pic- 
turesque region of the country, abounding 
in hills and valleys and beautified by all 
fhat renders natural scenery sublime. 

Among those present yesterday morning 
at the confirmation of the sale representing 
the several interests involved, were Messrs. 
C. BE. Cates, C. E. Lucy, W. L. Weicher 
and Tully R. Cornfck. On behalf of the 
creditors of the Marietta and North Geor- 
gia railroad there were present Judge H. 
kb. Tompkins, representing: the Central 
Trust Company of New York and the Bos- 
ton Safe Deposit and Trust Company, of 
Boston, Mass.; Messrs. John T. Glenn and 
John M. Slaton, representing bondholders, 
and Messrs. ‘Alex and Victor Smith, soiici- 
tors for the Atlanta, Knoxville and North- 
ern Construction Company, 

In view of the stringency of the times Mr. 
Alex Smith, on behalf of the purchasers, 
asked that special indulgence be given the 
purchasers. He referred to the scarcity of 
gold, the Venezuelan question ard other 
matters and declared the stringency of the 
money market to be the result of divine in- 
terposition. He based his motion, therefore, 
on a providential act. 

‘Grover Cleveland’s act, you mean,” said 
one of the attorneys. 

‘“¥t’s just the same,” retorted Mr. Smith 
impatiently, in the heat of his argument, 
and the courtroom was convulsed with 
laughter. The laughter, however, was of 
that kind that indicated a difference of 
opinion, 

However, Mr. Smith carried his point and 
the purchasers were given sixty days m 
which to come up to the scratch with the 
remainder of the purchase money. 

As a matter of form the sale of the road 
must also be confirmed in the circuit courts 
of Tennessee and North Carolina, 
property lies partially in those states also. 

The confirmation of the sale brings to 
Atlanta a new railroad and increases her 
importance as the Gate City of the South.

McIntyre & Wardwell’s Cotton Letter, 


New York, January 6—It was still a 
narrow market with correspondingly re- 
stricted fiuctuations. There was a _ rise 
early in the day of 4 points, as the Liver- 
pool advices were fairly satisfactory. The 
receipts were light both at the ports and 
interior. A large bond issue was announc- 
ed, the political situation was regarded 
as peaceful, and there was more or-less 
demand to cover. Later, however, the 
usual realizing, partly owing to an unsat- 
isfactory condition of: the stock markets 
and partly to unfavorable financial re- 
ports trom Washington, caused a reaction, 
which carried prices 2 to 3 points below 
the closing of Saturday, and the end was 
quiet, with sales of 109,600 bales. The, 
worst drawback is the fact that there 1s 
so little trading. Everbody is waiting 
for something to turn up. The average 
operator wants to see his way clearly 
before going ahead very decidedly on either 
side of the market. In the meantime tv 
speculation is confined ‘to professional 
operators, who are scraping the market 
for a few points up or down. Liverpool 
was easier on the spot, without quotabie 
decline; sales 10,00 bales: futures declined 
% to lls points, closing quiet and steady. 
New Orleans advanced 3 points, but lost 
this and declined 3 to 4 points. The Bom- 
bay receipts for the half week were 24,000, 
versus 11,000. Galveston declined 1-léc. 
The secretary of the Galveston cotton 
exchange revising his figures at the close 
of December gives the weight of Texas 
bales as 9% pounds less than in the pre- 
vious year. Manchester was quiet. Spot 
cotton here was easy, but unchanged, with 
sales of 484 for export, and 990 for spin- 
ning. Norfolk and Augusta claimed 4 1-l6c. 
New Orleans sold 2,50 and Augusta 0627, 
Port receipts were 23,347, versus 50,228, 
and 28,016 in 1894. Thus for this week 
61,576, versus 78,309 during same time last 
week. Augusta received 276, against 228; 
Memphis 1,411, againstl,7s6, Houston3,039, ver 
sus 4,176. New Orleans exports tomorrow 
8,500 to 9,500, versus 16,359 last week; 11,200 
last year and 10,881 in 1894. Houston ex- 
ports 3,000 to 4,000, versus 10,888 last year. 
Memphis shipped 600 ; St. Louis 3,820, 
and Houston 4,386. Later Liverpool letters 
report that the English mills hold very 
small reserves of cotton. Notwithstanding 
the unfavorable features, such as the dis- 
turbed financial situation and the dullness 
of the speculation, we are still inclined to 
the view that cotton is in a good, firm po- 
sition, judged from the standpoint of sup- 
ply and demand, but in thé lasting cir- 
cumstances we believe it to be expedient 
to operate for moderate results. It is a 
small market at the moment, and moderate 
returns are all that can be expected until 
the speculation broadens to something 
like its old time proportions.

Erglish spinrers are carrying very 
small stocks, the crop movement is small 
and the bulls think it is only a question of 
time when the market will respond to conr- 
ditions which they regarded as distinctly 
favorable to their side of the argument. 


Hubbard Bros. & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, January 6.—The market has 
relapsed into dullness while waiting for a 
solution of the problem as to whether 
the present volume of receipts represented 
the amount of cotton still to come in, or 
whether it will decrease in the immediate 
future. Merchants are indisposed to as- 
sume fresh liabilities in either direction 
until they feel that they Know more of 
the future factors which will goVern prices 
during the spring. They are surprised 
that the receipts, especially at the Atlantic 
ports, are maintained upon such a large 
scale, but cannot yet bring themselves 
to believe they represent more than the 
sales made upon the recent advances. No 
disposition is shown among outsiders to 
buy cotton for an investment at present 
prices, as when invited to do so, the inva- 
riable reply is a question as to whether 
cotton has not maintained its advance 
better than any other crop fn the country. 
Receipts at Bombay for the half week are 
24,000, against 11/000 bales last year. Yield- 
ing to offerings from the south, the market 
closed quiet at the. lowest price of the 
day, with a weak undertone.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Wheat Had Very Little Support and 
Closed About ic Lower. 


Chicago, January 6.—More attention was 
paid to the election of officers of the board 
of trade than to regular business today, 
although trade was not entirely neglected. 
Prices had little support at any time, the 
government report of Saturday raising the 
figures on the last crop, having commmni- 
cated a very discouraging tone to the 
market. ‘uere was a rally during the 
morning on the stocks at Milwaukee, show- 
iug a iarge decrease, but when it was 
learned that the reduction was caused by 
an elevator being declared irregular, the 
moderate gain was lost. May wheat opened 
from 69% to 59%c, sold between 60% and 
9c; closing at 59@59%c, %@lc under Satur- 
day. Cash wheat ruled firm and %c higher 
early, but closed weaker with the. futures. 

Corn—The government report was con- 
sidered favorable to holders of corn, and 
although the market today was not al- 
ways free from the influences of wheat, 
it was nevertheless affected by the report. 
The full gain in prices made during the 
morning was not retained throughout, but 
the day’s trade did not show any loss in 
value from Saturday, but on the contrary, 
a slight gain was made. May corn gpened 
at 28\4c, sold between 28% and 28%c, elosing 
at 2844@28%c, a shade higher than Satur- 
day. Cash corn was steady. 

Oats—The steadiness of corn was bene- 
ficial to oats, as it prevented them fron? 
participating to any great extent in the 
weakness of wheat. A moderate business 
was transacted. May closed a shade high- 
er than Saturday. Cash oats were \%c per 
bushel higher. 

Provisions—Product moved upwards again 
today. The early and late reports from 
the yards were encouraging, as they quoted 
a strong market and higher prices for 
hogs. Material gains took place in every- 
thing, but pork was the favorite. The 
close was 2714c higher than Saturday for 
May pork, 5@i46e higher for May lard and 
l2%ec higher tor ribs.

Chicago, #wanuary 6..*The government 
estimate on Saturday of a crop of 487,00,00) 
bushels of spring and winter wheat, or an 
increase of 47,000,190 bushels over its pre- 
v.cus eStimate, did not have the bearish 
iniluerce on the market as tha small de- 
crease Of 116,000 bushels in the v sibie sup- 
ply. In the former instance the trade 
rather locked for an increase in yield, ow- 
irg to private figures placed on the crop 
by Thoman and Murray of 475,000,000, but 
in the latter case, taking into ecns dera- 
tion the large exports and small receipts 
last week and the dropping out of s.ght 
of 480,000 bushels held in the Kansas ele- 
vator at Milwaukee, owing to that elevator 
being declared irregular, the small de- 
creaSe Was very much of a surprise, as it 
was generally expected to show at least a 
million, and perhaps a million and a half. 
This discouraged holders, and after an 
cariy advance of %c the feel'ng became 
very weak, resulting in a decl.ne of itsc. 
The decrease in the English visible was 
also small (350,000 bushels), while the 
amount on passage decreased 680,000 bush- 
els. In addition to selling by scalpers, 
the holders did considerable selling by 
brokers acting for St. Louis account. Buy- 
ing was seattered, mostly of a covering 
nature.

The most notable speech delivered in the 
United States senate last week was that of 
Senator John Sherman, of Ohio, who ad- 
dressed his remarks chiefly to the discus- 
sion of the currency and the tariff ques- 
tions from the republican point of view.

and as his voice is potent in the councils 
of the party, his speech has been genery 
ally accepted as an official party declare

~Ch OL Benalor Saermany liberal 
extracts from which are presente below, 
is taken from The Congressional Record of 
Friday, January 3d, and is as fdllows: 

Mr. President, I intend to 
what I have rarely ever ,d@ne in the 
senate, read @ speech to this tidy. I have 
felt that on account of the importance of 
the subject matter and the necessity of 
brevity it would be better for me to re- 
duce my remarks to writigg, and I have 
done so in order to save the time of the 
senate more than for any’ other purpose. 

The president, in his agnual message to 
congress, conlned himself to two impor- 
tant subjects—one our foreign relations 
and the other the condition of our na- 
tional finances. He followed it by another 
message on the application of the Monroe 
doctrine to the controversy between Great 
Britain and Venezuela. 

While congress has heartily, perhaps too 
hastily, -but with entire unanimity, sup- 
ported him in meintaining the interests 
and honor of our country in the field of di- 
plomacy, it has not and will not approve 
his recommendations on the more impor- 
iani subject of our financial policy, and es- 
pecially of our currency. He has mis- 
taken the cause of our present financial 
condition in.attributing it to the demand 
for gold for United States notes instead of 
to the deficiency of revenue caused by 
the legislation of the last congress. He 
places the effect before the cause. He 
proposes @S @ remedy the conversion of 
the United States notes and the treasury 
notes into interest bearing bonds, thus

increasing the interest-bearing debt nearly | 


$300,000,000. He proposes a line of public 
policy that will produce a sharp contrac- 
tion of our currency, add greatly to the 
burden of existing debts and arrest the 
progress of almost every American indus- 
try which now competes with foreign pro- 
cductions. 

The president is supported in these views 
by Mr. Carlisle, his able secretary of the. 
treasury, in his report to congress. It is 
with diffidence I undertake to controvert 
their opinions; but my convictions ere so 
strong that they are in error that I hope 
the strength of the facts I will submit to 
the senate will jconvince it that the true 
liné of public policy is to supply the gov- 
ernment with ample means“to meet cur- 
rent expenditures and to pay each year a 
portion of the public debt. ‘The gold re- 
serve provided for the redemption of United 
States notes can then be easily maintained 
without cost except the loss of the inter- 
est on the gold in the treasury, but with a 
Saving of interest.on United States notes 
and treasury notes of five times the inter- 
est lost by the geld held in reserve. A 
vastly greater bénefit than saving interest 
is secured to.our people by a national pa- 
per currency at par with coin supported by 
the credit of the United States and re- 
deemed on demand in coin at the treasury 
in the principal city of the United States. 

The only difficulty in the way of an 
easy Maintenance of our notes at par with 
coin is the fact that during this adminis- 
tration the revenues of the government | 
have not been sufficient to meet the ex- 
Penditures authorized by congress. If 
congress had provided necessary revenue, 
or if the president and Mr. Carlisle had re- 
fused to expend appropriations not man- 
datory in form, but permissive, so as to 
confine expenditures within receipts, they 
would have had no difficulty with the re- 
serve. This would have been a stalwart 
act in harmony with the president’s char- 
acter and plainly within his power. All 
appropriations which are not provided to 
carry into effect existing law are per- 
missive, but not mandatory, and his re- 
fusal to expend money in excess of the 
revenues of the government would not only 
be justified by public policy, but would 
have been heartily approved by th peo- 
ple of the United States. He knew as well 
a3 any one that since the close of the civil 
war to the date of his inauguration the 
expenditures of the government had been 
less than its receipts. I have here a table 
which shows the receipts and expenditures 
each year from 1866 to 1895: 

Receipts and Expenditures of the Govern- 
ment from July 1, 1865, to June 30, 1895. 
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The president, in his recent annual mes- 
Sage, complains ‘tthat the law of October 6, 
1890, known as the McKinley act, was ‘‘in- 
efficient for the purposes of revenue.” 


No complaint was made that the Mc- 
Kinley law ‘was inefficient for the pur- 
‘poses of revenue’ when the Wilson bill 
was pending. The objection to the McKin- 
ley law was that it was a “protective 
tariff’? and the Wilson bill was a “revenue 
tariff.”” I have a statement showing the 
receipts and expenditures under each law 
each month, the McKinley law 
from its passage to the election of Cleve- 
land, and the Wilson law from its passage 
to December 1, 1895. During the twenty-five 
months of the McKinley law the average 
mionthly surplus was $1,129,821. During the 
existence of the Wilson law the average 
monthly deficiency was $4,699,603. If the 
McKinley law was, in the opinion of the 
president, inefficient for revenue, he should 
have said of the Wilson law that it was 
bounteous in deficiencies, 

During the first vear of the Wilson law 
the agricultural imports, all of which are 
such as are produced in the Unitel States, 
the most common products of our farms, 
were of the value of $107,342,522. During 
the last year of the McKinley law the im- 
ports of the same farm products were of 
the value of $51,415,844. So under the Wil- 
son law the imports of agricultural prod- 
ucts, which we produce in the greatest 
abundance, were doubled in amount as 
compared with the amount imported un- 
der the McKinley law. 

Notably, during the same time, the im- 
portation of two articles, that we can pro- 
duce in the United Staites, under the Wilson 
law were wool, valued at $32,589,791, and 
hides, $24,623,239. Under the McKinley law 
wool valued at $6,299,934 and hides valued 
at $10,480,562 were imported. Importations 
of wool were increased under the Wilson 
law sixfold. It is no wonder that our 
sheep are being destroyed. The importa- 
tion of hides under the present act increas- 
ed two and one-half fold. The American 
farmer was thus deprived of his home mar- 
ket. 

Other importations made during a year 
under the Wilson law of articles which we 
can readily produce in this country were 
valued at $263,684,513, while under the Mc- 
Kinley law the value of the same articles 
imported was $172,743,601. 

The enormous importaitions under the 
Wilson law, for which we had to pay gold, 
necessarily diminished the exports of the 
United States. Our chief reliance in our 
foreign trade is to export our products, 
mainly agricultural, in such quantity or 
mrore to pay our imports, so that the bal- 
ance of trade shall be in our favor. Under 
the Wilson law we exported in a vear ag- 
ricultural products valued at $301,578,885, 
while during the last year of the McKinley 
law we exported similar productions val- 
ued at $371,125,299.

The Wilson law has produced a deficiency 
in every hour and day that it has been on 
the statute book, while the McKigley law 
has always produced a surplus until after 
the incoming of this administration, and if 
administered since that time by friendly 
agents would have furnished the govern- 
ment all the revenue needed. 

The deficiency of revenue was the pri- 
mary cause of the demand for gold for 
United States notes. The gold hoarded for 
resumption purposes was not separatec 
from the money received for current reve- 
nue, and this revenue being insufficient 
to meet expenses, the gold accumulated 
for redemption purposes was drawn upor 
to make good deficiencies. This created 
a doubt of the ability of the governmen? 
to maintain the parity of United States 
notes with coin and led to their presenta- 
tion for redemption in coin. The draft on 
the treasury for coin during this adminis- 
tration has been greater than the amoun?! 
of deficiency of revenue during the sam: 
period. In every aspect in which the sub- 
ject presents itself to my mind I come to 
no other conclusion than that the de- 
ficiency of revenue and the consequent 
encroachment upon the redemption fund 
is the cause of our present financial condi- 
tion and that the only remedies are either 
a radical reduction of expenditures or an 
increase of taxation, and perhaps both, } 
do not believe that the condition requires 
a suspension of public works or a post- 
ponement of measures now in progress to 
strengthen the army and navy. 


From the ist day of January, 1879, to the 
election of Mr. Cleveland in November, 
1852, there was no disturbance of the or- 
derly receipt and exchange of gold and 
currency. The gold deposited in the treas- 
ury in exchange for bonds in the summer 
and fall of 1878 amounted to $95,500,000. The 
ordinary current revenue in the treasury 
conducted the vast operations of the gov- 
ernment without friction or trouble for 
nearly fourteen years, United States 
notes were at par with coin not only in 
every part of the United States, but in 
every country in the -:world. During al! 
that lenge period United States notes were 
presented for redemption, but in amounts 
comparatively insignificant. I have here 
a table, prepared by the treasury depart- 
ment, by which it appears that during 
thirteen years from the Ist of July, 1879, 
to the Ist of July, 1882, the redemption of 
United States notes in gold averaged less 
than $3,000,000 a year, while during the last 
three and one-half years the redemption 
of United States notes and treasury notes 
exceeded $100,000,000 for each year. During 
the first thirteen years gold was exported 
in large quantities, but it was not drawn 
from the reserve; but during the past three 
and a half years $360,000,000 was drawn 
from the reserve and $305,000,000 exported. 
The balance, with the domestic supply of 
gold, was hoarded in the United States. I 
here insert a table showing the redemption 
of notes each year and the exports of gold. 

Redemptions in gold of United States 
notes and treasury notes of 1890 and ex- 
ports of gold from January 1, 1879, to De- 
cember 1, 1895. 
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The recent report of Secretary Carlisle 
shows that prior to 1891 the demand for 
coin for United States notes during a 
period. of thirteen years, from July 1, 1879, 
to July 1, 1892, was only $3,310,896, while the 
receipts of gold for United States notes 
during the same period amounted to $160,- 
000,000. Gold was deposited and any kind 
of paper money was demanded. The with- 
drawals from the treasury from July 1, 
18982, to December ji, 1895, have amounted 
to $360,266,512. 


It is just to Mr. Carlisle to say that he 
attributes the withdrawal of gold to silver 
legislation, yet the Bland-Allison act was 
in force from 1878 to 1899, when the accumu- 
lation of gold occurred, and the great body 
of gold was withdrawn after the act of 
July 14, 1890, was repealed. In 1880, while 
I was secretary of the treasury, the gov- 
ernment received over $60,000,000 of gold in 
exchange for silver certificates and United 
States notes; and yet this was done after 
the Bland-Aliison act was in force and 
the silver certificates had been issued 
under that act. United States notes and 
silver certificates were more convenient 
to purchase cotton and corn, and when 
maintained at parity with coin will al- 
ways be preferred in large commercial 
transactions as well as in the current busi- 
ness of life. 

In view of these official facts can any 
fair man doubt as to the cause of our 
financial condition? What other cause 
can be stated than that unwise legislation 
reduced our revenues below our expendi- 
tures, impaired confidence in our ability 
to maintain our currency at par, and com- 
pelled the government to sell bonds pro- 
vided for the redemption of United States 
notes in order to meet defiviencies? 

But the president is not satisfied. He 
demands the retirement and cancellation 
of all the United States notes and treasury 
notes by the sale of bonds of the United 
States bearing interest. 

He might have said that the proposition 
was rejected by both houses of congress, 
each containing a majority of his political 
friends. With the experience of fourteen 
years, the people of the United States, as

upon this reserve, and it was not encroach- 
ed upon until Mr. Cleveland became presi- 
dent. Instead of demanding more revenue, 
he urged the reduction of duties and se- 
cured the passage of a law which reduced 
treasury to 
encroach upon the redemption fund to 
meet current obligations. If this policy 
is adopted to compel the people of the 
United States to surrender the best paper 
currency they have ever enjoyed, it will 
fail. If revenue is wanted to meet current 
expenditures, it will be furnished, either by 
taxation or by borrowing, or by both: but 
to create deficiencies in order to compel the 
cancellation of United States notes by the 
‘issue of bonds will not, in the language of 
the ae “meet with legislative ap- 
proval.”’ 
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The president says that in April, 1893, 
for the first time since its establishment, 
this reserve amounted to less than $100,- 
000,000, containing at that date only 3$97,- 
011,330. ’ 

This significant statement made as to thb 
earliest days of his administration should 
have excited in the mind of the president 
an inquiry into the cause of the reduction 
of the reserve. The real reserve for re- 
demption purposes was tne proceeds of 
$95,500,000 bonds and no more. In addition 
to this reserve it is necessary to have on 
hand to meet current expenditures the sum 
of from $20,000,000 to $40,000,0000. At certain 
periods a large balance is accumulated to 
pay the interest of the public debt and 
other large disbursements for the army 
and navy. Any excess should be at once 
applied to the reduction of the principal 
of the public debt. This line of. public 
policy was continued from the ist of Jan- 
uary, 1879, to the 4th of March, 1893, in- 
cluding the first administration of Mr. 
Cleveland. During this period many times 
more gold was aeposited in the treasury 
than was paid out. Large amounts of gold 
were deposited in the treasury for gold 
certificates. The public debt was largely 
diminished. Not a shadow of doubt had 
been cast upon the ability of the govérn- 
ment to redeem its notes or to maintain 
its reserves. The minimum never fell be- 
low $100,000,000. I have here an official 
statement of the net gold in the treasury 
each month to November, 1895:

The reserve would not have fallen be- 
low the minimum of $100,000,000 during and 
after 18938 but for the known policy of the 
president to reduce duties on imported 
goods, followed soon by the enactment of 
the tariff law now in force, resulting in a 
large reduction of reyenue and in deficien- 
cies that could only be paid out of the re- 
sumption fund. 

Nor would deficiencies have occurred had 
not the president and both houses of the 
fifty-third congress, then in political sym- 
pathy, united in passing a law reducing the 
revenue below expenditures for the first 
time since the close of the war, and com- 
pelled the executive authorities to apply a 
fund created for the redemption of United 
States notes to meet the ordinary expenses 
of the government. This demonstrated fact 
is the source and fountain of all our present 
financial difficulties. 

I do not wish to criticise the sale of bonds 
authorized by the resumption act to meet 
these deficiencies. Under the circumstances 
the administration Was justified in doing 
this, even to the impairment of the resump- 
tion fund, but it ought frankly to say that 
the cause of the invasion of the resumption 
fund was the deficiency of revenue created 
by faulty tariff legislation by the t con- 


gress. 
Such déficiency is discreditable to the 
United States, with its vast wealth and re- 
sources. There is no difficulty in collecting 
by taxation all and more money than is 
necessary for its expenditures. It is hu- 
miliating to read in the newspapers of 
the day that our government is negotiating 
for money from associated bankers, and, 
like a distressed debtor in view of bank- 
ruptcy, is offered by a friendly power its 
accumulated gold to relieve ug from our 
supposed financial distress. The true rem- 
edy is to supply additional revenue by tax- 
ation in some form, and, until this can -be 
effected, to borrow from the people of the 
United States enough money to cover past 
and future deficiencies. This done, gold 
will readily be exchanged for United States 
notes, as was done from January, 1879, to

2. That the resumption fund is a part of 
the general balance in the treasury and 
may be applied to current expenditures. 

Congress neglected to cure the defects 
pointed out by me as secretary of the treas- 
ury in December, 1880, but I hope will cor- 
rect them now at the request of the presi- 
dent. It was not then anticipated that a 
deficiency of revenue would occur or that 
if it did occur the government would use 
a fund specifically pledged for another pur- 
pose to meet current liabilities. Notes once 
redeemed should only be reissued for gold 
coin, and such reissues should be mandato- 
ry when coin is deposited in the treasury. 
With this provision of law the scarcity of 
currency would create such a demand for 
it that coin would be freely deposited in ex- 
change for the more portable and current 
notes of the United States. 

The resumption fund should be segregat-. 
ed from all other moneys of the United 
States and paid out only in redemption of 
United States notes. With such provisions 
in the law the resumption fund could not 
be invaded to meet deficiencies in the rev- 
enue. They should be provided for by bonds 
or certificates of indebtedness of small de- 
nominations at a low rate of interest, 
which would be readily taken by the peo- 
ple through national banks, subtreasuries 
and postoffices. 

There seems to be a misapprehension of 
the difficulties of maintaining the redemp- 
tion of United States notes. The nominal 
volume of these is $346,681,016. This is the 
reduced volume from the maximum out- 
standing during the civil war of $450,000,000. 
But. this sum of $346,000,000 includes ail the 
notes lost and destroyed by casualty since 
the first issue of 1872. The amount thus 
lost has béen estimated from $20,000,000 to 
$40,000,000, reducing the notes outstanding to 
$320,000,000 or less. The national banks in 
certain large cities are required to keep on 
hand in lawful money of the United States 
an amount equal to at least 25 per cent of 
the aggregate amount of their notes in cir- 


| culation and of their deposits, and all oth- 


er banking associations are required at all 
times to have on hand in lawful money of 
the United States an amount equal to at 
least 15 per cent of the aggregate amount of 
their notes in circulation and of their 
deposits. Under this law the na- 
tional banks now hold for the 
redemption of their notes and the security 
of their deposits the sum of over $93,000,000 
in lawful money almost exclusively in 
United States notes, and this money cannot 
be withdrawn by any bank without reduc- 
ing their notes in circulation and their de- 
posits from four to six fold the amount of 
their withdrawal. The actual amount of 
United States notes now in circulation 
among the people cannot exceed $227,000,000, 
and this is scattered among 65,000,000 peo- 
ple who cherish this money with confidence 
and faith-as the best money they have ever 
had. With a provision in the law that notes 
Tedeemed with coin shall not be reissued 
except for coin the value and stabijity of 
our currency can never be endangered. 

As the term “lawful money’ includes 
gold coin there is a disposition by timid 
banks to convert their United States notes 
into coin, thus aiding in depleting the re- 
demption reserve. This has been done to 
the extent of $40,000,000 to $50,000,000. This 
eught to be prevented by a provision of 
law that the bank reserve of lawful money 
United States notes or treasury 
“he banks can redeem their 
notes with treasury notes and United 
States notes, because the law expressly 
makes these notes a legal tender for that 
purpose. It is a bad sign when the banks 
seek to embarrass the government in order 
to convert their greenbacks into gold, and 
I trust it will be discontinued. It has not 
gone further than the amount I have men- 
tioned, which is about $49,000,000, 

National banks are the creation and in- 
struments of the government and ought not 
to be allowed to discredit the money with 
which they can redeem their own notes, 
nor should the government itself be permit- 
ted in any way to weaken the credit and 
confidence of the people in their paper 
money by using it for current expenses in 
excess of current revenues. 

It is practical fraud for the government 
to use these notes for such purposes, and 
it never has been done except during this 
administration. Every dollar thus taken in 
an impairment of’the redemption fund. It 
is the misapplication of a fund specially 
created by law for another purpose. . The 
effect is to destroy confidence in the credit 
and safety of our paper currency. It has 
led to the demand for gold coin for United 
States notes. I do not believe that has been 
the design of the executive branch of the 
government, but that has been its effect 
and should be prevented by the immediate 
action of congress. The resumption fund 
is the safeguard of the money of the people, 
and its use for any other purpose is a prac- 
tical repudiation of the public faith. 

The president complains that the notes 
are presented and paid, reissued, and paid 
again and again, making a continuous cir- 
cuit. When did this circuit commence? The 
only answer is, when this administration, 
supported by the last congress, created a 
deficiency. Why does the circuit continue? 
It is because the deficiency continues. The 


notes only. 


| government resorts to the financial policy 


of Micawber. It gives its bonds and thinks 
the debt paid. But the circuit continues. 
The money received for current revenue is 
paid to cover deficiencies and is returned 
for gold, and then more bonds. The sec- 
retary hopes that in two or three years 
there will be no deficiency. What is the 
ground for this hope? it is that a new ad- 
ministration will provide more revenue, and 
then the circuit will be broken. Why not 
apply the remedy now? 

If deficiencies occur congress should im- 
mediately supply. the ‘means to meet them 
and congress, and not the administration, 
must be the judge of the mode and manner 
The invasion and misapplication 
of the resumption fund is of infinitely 
greater injury to our people than the im- 
position of ten times the amount of taxa- 
tion. 

Outside of a few large cities where bank- 
ing facilities are abundant and business is 
conducted by checks and commercial pa- 
per, there is no desire for the retirement of 
national paper money. It is not right for 
the executive authorities to discredit this 
money by using it for current deficiencies. 
It was the use and dispersion of the re- 
demption fund that created the circle of 
which he complains. 

I believe that under existing law the ag- 
gregate sum of United States notes and 
treasury notes issued under the act of 1890, 


| amounting to about $60,000,000, can be easily 


maintained at par with coin if the two 
amendments I have mentioned are adopted 
by congress. These notes are a legal ten- 
der for all debts, public or private. They 
are a debt of the United States without in- 
terest and without other material cost to 
the government than the interest on the 
cost of the coin or bullion held in the treas- 
ury to redeem them. They are preferred by 
the people to any other form of paper 
money that has been devised. They have 
all the sanction of law and all the security 
that has been or can be given to our bonds. 
They have the pledge of the public faith 
that they will be redeemed in coin. The 
substitution of these notes for state hank 
paper money was one of the greatest bene- 
fits that has resulted from the civil war. 
These notes have all the sanction, protec- 
tion and security that has been or can be 
given to our national bank notes, with the 
added benefit that the large saving derived 
from them inures to the people of the Unit- 
ed States instead of to the bankers.

Ought they not 
to be redeemed py silver dollars? While 
the silver dollars are maintained at par 
with gold it would seem that there was no 
injustice in paying the silver dollars for 
silver certificates. Then comes up the ques- 
tion of free coinage of silver, which 1 re- 
gard as the most dangerous policy. 

All these are vital questions I do not wish 
to mingle with the pressing recommenda- 
tions of the president in his last annual 
message “that authority be given the sec- 
retary of the treasury to issue bonds of the 
United States bearing a low rate of inter- 
est payable by their terms dn gold for the 
purpose of maintaining a sufficient gold re- 
serve and also for the redemption and can- 
cellation of outstanding United States notes 
and the treasury notes issued for the pur- 
chase of silver under the law of 1890."" He 
recommends the exchange of gold interest- 
bearing bonds for the legal tender notes 
of the United States, and the substitution 
of national bank notes ag our only curren- 
cy. He is supported in this by large and 
influential classes of our fellow citizens, 
most of them engaged in banking or classed 
as capitalists. Their arguments mainly 
rest upon the difficulties encountered by 
this administration in maintaining a re- 
serve in coin to redeem United States 
notes. They forget that during a period of 
fourteen years when the revenues of the 
government exceeded expenditures, 
and when the public debt was 
being reduced with unexampled rapid- 
ity there was no difficulty 
in maintaining our notes at par with coin. 
There is scarcely a doubt but that in all 
conditions of trade or finance, except the 
contingency of wdr, the whole mass of 
United States notes and treasury notes now 
in circulation can be maintained at par 
with coin if it is supported by a reserve of 
gold coin or bullion or silver buliton at 
market value in due proportions equai to 
one-third or one-fourth of the amounts of 
such notes. 

A careful study of the systems of bank- 
ing, currency and coinage adopted by tiie 
principal nations of EKurope convinces me 
that our system, when cured of a few de- 
fects developed by time, founded upon the 
bimetallisic coinage of gold and silver 
maintained at par with each other, with 
free national banks established in every 
city and town of importance in the United 
States, issuing their notes, secured beyond 
doubt by United States bonds or some 
equivalent security, redeemabie on demand 
in United States notes, and the issue of an 
amount of United States notes and treas- 
ury notes equal to the amount now .out- 
standing, with provision for a ratable in- 
crease with the increase of population, ail- 
Ways redeemable in coin and supported 
by an ample reserve of coin in the treas- 
ury, not to be invaded by deficiencies of 
revenue, and separated by the subtreasury 
system from ail connection with the re- 
ceipts and expenditures of the government— 
such a system would make our money cur- 
rent in commercial circles in every iand 
and clime, better than the best that now 
exists in Kurope, better than that of Great 
Britain, which now nolds tne yp.irse string 
of the worid. 

It is pot given to man to foresee with cer- 
tainty the future, but if we may judge 
the future by the vast, the growth and 
progress of our couatry will continue, the 
diversity and extent of our industries will 


tory will be teeming with population, The 
rapid growth of our cities, umexamplied in 
the history of mankind, will continue. A 
century spans the life of this republic; 
what will the next century do? I have 
geen great changes in my life, but those 
who come after us will see greater changes 
still. I may on some proper occasion here- 
after give the reasons for my faith in our 
present financial system. All I ask now is 
that you will not disturb it with your de- 
ficiencies, you will not rob it of its safe- 
guards, you will not return to the days of 
wildcat money, you will not lessen the say- 
ings of prudent labor or the accumulations 
of the rich. Time makes all things even. 
Let us give to the executive authorities 
ample means to meet the appropriations 
you have made, but let us strengthen, 
rather than weaken, our monetary system, 
which lies at the foundation of our pros- 
perity and progress.

Two levies have been made on the furni- 
ture now in the hotel by different parties 
and it is probable that the question of 
ownership will have to be settled by law. 
The Jackson estate has levied on the furni- 
ture and claims it, as the estate alleges 
that a lien was given on the furniture for 
the securement of the rent of the building. 
Brown, Bradbury & Catlett also ciaim the 
furniture, as a levy has also been made 
by this firm. If Sheriff Barnes is granted 
an order allowing the property to be sold, 
he will doubtless have to hold the pro- 
ceefs until the question of ownership is 
settled in the courts, as both parties who 
have made levies now claim the furniture 
which has been made the bone of conten- 
tion. 

If the furniture is sold and the hotel 
closed it is more than likely that another 
suit will be the outcome, as Manager 
Camp states that the estate is still due 
him the sum of $4,200, which he will sue 
to recover. Mr. Camp says that the hotel 
was rented to him for the sum of $666 per 
month and that the lease wes to run for 
five years. In order to secure the estate 
from any loss On account of rent, he 
agreed to pay at the rate of $100 per day 
during the exposition period. which would 
overpay the monthly rent, but was to be 
credited as advance payments on his ac- 
count with the estate. He now claims that 
at the rate of $100 per day he has overpaid 
the rental account in the sum of $%,200, 
which if the hotel is allowed to be closed 
will be sued for and recovered according 
to his contract. 

The Hotel Jackson is located at the 
corner of Alabama and South Pryor 
streets and was formerly occupied by 
Welihouse & Sons as a wholesale paper 
warehouse. Prior to the exposition Cap- 
tain Jackson, the owner of the property, 
decided to convert the building into a 
permanent hotel, and with this view in 
wend several material changes were made 
and quite a large amount of money was 
invested in the building. The building was 
almost made new inside and the rooms 
were cut up and subdivided until it was 
Quite conveniently arranged. 

The location of the hotel makes it val- 
uable property, as it is situated at the left 
entrance to the car shed and is within 
fifty feet of the trains. Manager Crap 
has a iease or rental contract for the build- 
ing for five years, and he claims that the 
closing of the property will be a great 
hardship and work much damage to him. 

Sheriff Barnes will probably take com- 
plate control of the hotel Wednesday 
morning, and in case this does occur the 
building will be closed and an application 
will be made for an order allowing him to 
sell the furniture. The property is at 
present being watched by an officer of the 
Sheriff's office and the watchman will re- 
main on duty until the matter fs settled 
by the courts. 


THREE WARRANTS FOR SMITH. 


THE EX- BAILIFF HELD UNDER

Lucky Men Receive the Reward of

The $3,000 bonus which the Consolidated 
Street Railway Company offered to the 
conductors and motormen was distributed 
last night. 

About one hundred of them came in for 
their pro rata shares. No one received 
more than $41 and none less than $5. 

It will be remembered that this bonus 
was put up in July, or thereabouts, in or- 
der to encourage the conductors and mo- 
tormen to better efforts and more care in 
discharging their duties, both to the com- 
pany and the public. Those who were to 
be entitled to a share in the fund should be 
the men who had been with the company 
from July to January Ist. 

A system of fines was inaugurated against 
the men for failure to carry out the spe- 
cific rules of the company. All fines were 
charged against the men who violated those 
rules, and the fines made up a fund; both 
were to be distributed on a graduated scale. 

Yesterday the records of all of the men 
who came within the qualifications pre- 
scribed by the rules were completed and re- 
turns made to General Manager Woodruff. 
There were 140 men on the roll, But forty of 
them presented records that did not enti- 
tle them to a share in the fund. The fund 
was distributed by the paymaster last night 
without any formalities whatever. The 
employes who were lucky enough to receive 
a share of it were, of course, more than 
pleased and had many pleasant expres- 
sions of good will towards the Consolidated. 

An amusing incident is told on one of 
te old motormen on the north side lines. 
Five days before January ist he had a 
clean record and had worked industriously 
to secure such a record. Luck was against 
him, however, for, on that very day #e ran 
into a vehicle. When he struck the vehicle 
he exclaimed: ‘‘My goodness! There goes 
my ‘wax’ money!” Of course, he was fined 
under the rules for this accident.

THE CAMELS ARE GONE. 


Slipped Away From the Waiting and 
Wondering Bailiff. 


The ecamels, the temperate and moéccl 
animals of the Streets of Cairo, and the in- 
nocent little donkeys, twice in the hands of 
a bailiff, have gone. They tcok their de- 
parture from Atlanta Saiurday over tae 
Seaboard Air-Line road. 

Behind them they have left a wondering 
bailiff who thonght he had the hands of 
the law securely fastened upon them. But 


bailiff did not Know it until. yesterday, 
though they left Saturday, the same day 
the bailiff levied upon them, 

The camels and donkeys were first levicd 
upon last Thursday by Bailiff Ray upoii 
an attachment taken out by Mr. David 
Woodward, trustee for the bondholders 
of the exposition. This claim was settied 
and the camels were released, but only to 
be seized the next day by Bailiff Jumto 
Hunter, of Judge Foute’s court. Builifé 
Hunter had not heard until yesierday 
that the camels were gone and is stil not 
sure of the fact. He had levied upon them, 
but it seems that the levy was no good. 
Huntcr levied on them as the property of 
Ahaul Nenny, who had made affidavit 
in Judge Fovte’s court at a subsequent 
time that he was half owner of the ani- 
mals. 

Messrs. Pope and Roditi say that Rhaul 
Nenny had nothing to do with the owncr- 
ship of the animals and that the attach- 
ment could not hold them. So, acting upon 
this, they sent the eleven donkeys and 
nine camels, including ‘Lilian Russcil,’ 
‘Trilby” and several others, to New York 
Saturday. They left in two cars over the 
Seaboard Air-Line road. 

The last attachment upon which the 
camels were levied was taken out by L, 
I. Wolff, an attorney. Wolff was aitorney 
in a@ case recently tried before Judge 
Toute of the state vs. Jimmie Davids, one 
of the camel drivers. Davids was accused 
of stealing a purse from a man while rid- 
ing a donkey on the Streets of Cairo. He 
was bound over under the charge and 
Rhaul Nenny signed his bond, but before 
accepting him as bondsmen he was re- 
quired to prove his solvency. He there- 
upon made affidavit that he was half 
owner of the camels, donkeys end other 
things on the Streets of Cairo. His bond 
was accepted on this affidavit, but it now 
develops that this affidavit was untrue, 
inasmuch as a bailiff tried to hoid the 
animals in which he claimed half interest 
and failed. Davids, as far ag is Known, 
is gone, and when his case is called in 
the superior court his bond will be for- 
feited, but it now seems as if the bond 
is worthless, as there are no camels or 
donkeys to secure it.
